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TWO RAILROAD MEASURES 


THE BACKBONE GRANT AND 
THE PAOIFIO ROADS. 
CONFIRMATION OF THE BACKBONE 

GRANT—PACIFIC COMPANIES TO BE 

INVESTIGATED—FISHERIES BILLS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Thirty-five Sena- 
tors went on record to-day against tho proposal 
of Mr. Bustis to forfeit absolutely tho lands 
granted to the New-Orleans, Baton Rouge and 
Vicksburg Railroad Company in 1871, and now 
held by the New-Orleans Paciflo Railroad Com- 
pany. Thisis the famous Backbone land grant 
which has been so long before Congress and has 
been the cause of a good deal of scandal, 
The land was given to the Backbone 
Company on condition that its road 
ghould be built within five years, the 
time expiring in 1876. Not a thing was ever 
done by the company toward constructing the 
road, but in 1881, 10 years after the grant, the 
Backbone Company assigned its land over to the 
New-Orleans Pacific Company, which built the 
road. The Senaté spent most of its session to- 
day in discussing a bill forfeiting the grant 80 
far as the New-Orleans, Baton Rouge and Vicks-. 
burg Company is concerned, but confirming the 
title in the land to the New-Orleans Pacific Com- 
pany. Mr. Eustis offered as an amendment a 
substitute which simply forfeited the Backbone 
grant withoutany reference tothe othercompany, 
and on this the fight was made. He gave a brief 
history of the grant and pointed out that the 
assignment by the Backbone Road was illegal 
and oid, because the road had never complied 
with the conditions of the original grant, and 80 
had no title to the land. To confirm the land to 
the New-Orleans Pacific, hesaid, would be sim- 
ply an act of donation by the Government to a 


company which had telegraphed to Washington 
that it “ould build the ro without the land 

ant. Mr. Teller was, of course, much 
Taearested in the subject, for the clerks in the 
land office were worked night and day during 
the closing days of his administration of the In- 
terior Department in order to turn over the land 
to the New-Orleans Pacific Road before the pres- 
ent Administration took office.

Mr. Beck’s bill to prohibit members of Congress

THE ASSESSMENT ILLEGAL. 


A MUCH-MIXED QUESTION IN THE TOWN 
OF HIGHLAND, 

Krnoston, N. Y., Jan. 18.—What lawyers 
and Judges call the most novel assessment case 
ever heard in the courts of this State has been 
decided by Judge Aiton B. Parker, at Special 
Term, in this city. The Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company appealed from the assessment 
levied on its property in the town of Highland, 
Sullivan County, in 1886, as being excessive, 
During the hearing of the certiorari it appeared 


that there was a conflict upon the return as to 
who the Assessors were and whether the assess- 
ment had been properly and legally made 
out. The case was referred to Thomas 
Watts, of Middletown, as Referee, to take 
evidence, P. & C. F. Cantine, of Rondout, ap- 
peared for the canal company and John F. An- 
derson, of Calicoon, Sullivan County, for the 
town. The facts formed an intricate legal ques- 
tion. They are in substance as follows: In Snl- 
livan County there is a special law which says 
that by a resolution at a town meeting it can be 
determined whether there shall be one or three 
Assessors. In 1885, at a town meeting in the 
town of Middletown, a resolution was passed to 
have but one Assessor, and one only was elected, 
He has acted since. At the town meeting in 
1886 the voters repealed the resolution of 1885 
and decided to have three Assessors. One As- 
sessor qualified and desired to act, but 
the other two Assessors, who had “held 
over,’ claimed he had no right to act, stat- 
ing that he was not a legal Assessor. 
On Aug. 10, 1886, one of the two acting Assess- 
ors moved from the town, and on Aug. 13 his 
successor was appointed by the Town Board, and 
he qualified on Aug. 22, On the review day, 
Aug. 17, one Assessor, together with the man 
who was elected in 1886, met to make a “ re- 
view.” The Assessor whd was elected previous 
to 1886 denied that the Assessor elected in 1886 
was a legal Assessor. On Sept. 1 the Assessor 
who was elected in 1885, together with the one 
who had moved out of town and was no longer 
an Assessor, verified the roll, so that the roll was 
verified by only one Assessor and by another 
man who, it is claimed, was notan Assessor. The 
Assessor who was elected in 1886 was excluded 
from acting. 

Judge Parker in his opinion holds that the as- 
sessment is illegal, and he has decided the case 
in favor of the canal company.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 18.—The tug 
Theodore Birely was towing the schooner Syl- 
vester Hale to Somerset this afternoon, and had 
reached a point between Slade’s Ferry Bridge 
and Forest Hill Garden, when the boiler of the 
tug exploded with terrific force, killing Engineer 


Elmer Whitmarsh, of Dighton, and wounding 
George Payne, of Taunton, steward of the 
schooner, his jaw being broken and his face cut. 
Capt, Hathaway, of the tug, was in the pilot 
house at the time of the explosion aud was 
hurled to the deck of the schooner, which was 
lashed alongside. Engineer Whitmarsh was 
talking to Capt. Coleman, of the schooner, 
when the accident occurred, He was 
hurled over the main boom. His body was 
not recovered, Whitmarsh was 25 years old and 
was unmarried. A piece of Capt, Coleman’s ear 
was cut off and he was also cut about the head. 
The tug J. P. White, with the schooner Clara M. 
in tow, which was just behind the Birely, left her 
tow and took Capt. Hathaway and Fireman 
Cobb on board and brought the mto Fall River and 
afterward towed the Sylvester Hale to Somerst. 
The Hale was damaged to the extentof about 
$60. The mate of the schooner, Edward Felch, 
ot Taunton, had his arm injured and he was cut 
about the head. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown, The Theodore Birely was owned by 
pees & Phillips, of Taunton, and is a total 
Oss.

ON TRIAL FOR ARSON. 
New-HAavEN, Conn., Jan. 18.—The trial 
of Frank H. Morse for arson was resumed in tho 
Superior Court to-day. Gus Bossman, who last 
Friday swore that he had been induced by 
attorneys for the State to commit perjury and 


make an affidavit against Morse, again took the 
stand. He testified to visits paid him in the 
county jail, to gifts of money, tobacco, and 
liquor, and promises to secure his release on bonds 
if he would make the affidavit. His cross-exami- 
nation failed to bring outanything new. Agents of 
the insurance company took the stand to testify 
to the policies and the amount paid on them. 
Henry Manville, a brother of Charles Manville, 
upon whose testimony the State greatly relies, 
was put onthe stand and asked whether he and 
his brother were offered a chance to go to Maine 
last September. The defense gbjected to this 
question, which was finally admitted after the 
Btate had announced that it would try to prove 
that efforts had been made to spirit Charles 
Manville out of the reach of the court. The 
hearing will be continued to-morrow and prom- 
ises to be full of surprises.

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STANDING BY THEIR PASTOR 


THE PROTEST AGAINST THER 
REMOVAL OF DR. M’GLYNN. 
THE COMMITTEE WHICH WILL SEE THE 
ARCHBISHOP—A FUND TO BE RAISED 

—MATTERS AT THE CHURCH. 

The committee appointed by the Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn’s sympathizers in St. Stephen’s Church, 
at the meeting held in the Sunday school Mon- 
day evening, met last evening at the house of 
Michael Martin, No. 455 Third-avenue. The 
committes was named to wait upon Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, to inform him of the action 
taken by the parishioners, and to re- 
spectfully request of him the reason or 
reasons for which Dr. McGlynn has been de- 
posed. During the day a note was sent to the 
Archbishop asking when it would be convenient 
for him to receive the committee. This fact 
was stated by a committeeman, and subsequent- 
ly the further fact came out that no reply had 
been made to the note, a circumstance that was 
not calculated to soothe the ruffled feelings of 
the senders. : 

The committee meeting was held with closed 
doors, and lasted from 7:30 until 10:30. The 


proceedings were made public by an appointed 
representative. He stated that John R. Feeney 
pan pon and William J. McAuliffe was chosen 
ecretary. A sub-committee, consistine of Dr. 
H. Carey, William Daniels, John Quinn, 
Patrick Corr, John J. McHugh, Sera J. 
J. MeCaffery, Annie Canty, and Martha 
F, Crowe, was appointed to wait upon the Arch- 
bishop when convenient and report at a subse- 
quent meeting. They are among the oldest par- 
ishoners. A Gommunication was received from 
a committee appointed at the Catholic meeting 
in Cooper Union Monday evening offering all as- 
sistance in its power, besides abundant sym- 
— in the movement friendly to Dr. McGlynn. 
A vote of thanks was passed to the Catholic 
committee for its strength and co-operation. 

The St. Stephen’s McGlynn fund was started by 
a resolution to order 50 subscription books and 
the appointment of the following Finance Com- 
mittee: Dr. Carey, Treasurer; Patrick Corr, 
John Quinn, John J. McHugh. The. 50 books 
will be plainly marked, and when they 
are distributed those in whose hands they 
fall will be held responsible for every 
dollar subscribed. They will be placed prin- 
cipally in prominent stores of the parish, 
and every effort willbe made to guard against 
fraud. Those who intend to contribute to the 
fund are cautioned not to pay anything until the 
collectors are officially announced. They will 
be confined entirely to members of the parish. 
Until the list is announced the Treasurer is 
authorized to receive dollars and cents, and 
the widow’s mite will be as welcome 
as the merchant’s check. Dr. Carey told the 
committee that a washerwoman called upon 
him during the day and declared that, though 
she earned only a dollar a day, she wished to 
give that much to Dr. McGlynn. ‘But can you 
afford it, my good woman?’ the doctor asked. 
She told him that was her business, and urged 
him so strongly and persistently to take the 
dollar that he did 50. ‘ 

A resolution was adopted emphatically ap- 
proving the action and sentiment of Monday 
night’s meeting in the church basement and 
forcibly reiterating the statement “that we 
pledge ourselves to refuse to contribute to the 
maintenance of the church while we are de- 
prived of the ministrations of the Rev. Edward 
McGlynn.” The sub-committee appointed to 
wait on the Archbishop decided to meet this 
evening at 7:30 o’clock and have an under- 
standing. : 

The above is substantially what was reported 
by the aceredited representative of the commit- 
tee, and was subsequently confirmed by several 
members, It was ascertained that some matters 
were discussed in the meeting which could not 
be divulged, It was positively stated that no 
ee had been receiyed from Dr. Mc- 
Glynn. ; 

Everything was very quiet in and around Bt. 
Stephen’s Church last evening, The auditorium 
and basement were open, lighted, and comforta- 
ble compared to what they have been since the 
strike and boyvott began. The very patent at- 
tempt to freeze out the new and unpopu- 
lar Pastor was frustrated by the sudden 
fall of the mercury yesterday, which com- 
pelled him to summon the furnace brigade from 
St. Michael's Church and order the fires in St, 
Stephen’s started. This was easily done, but the 
heating process was slow, because there was not 
much water in the boilers and somebody had 
thoughtfully shut off all the supply pipes. The 
men were at work last evening getting the 
heating apparatus in order. The rectory was so 
uncomfortable that the new Pastor was com- 
pelled to go into the kitchen and sit by the 
range. The cook of the establishment is said to 
be about the only one of the old staff left who is 
at all friendly to Father Donnelly. One of the 
striking altar boys went into the furnace room 
during the afternoon and was ordered 
out by the new men. P. J. O’Geary is authority 
for the statementthat all the assistant priests of 
the parish, who were under Dr. MeGlynn, have 
been transferred, excepting Father Curran, and 
his time is of short duration. Fathers 
Loughran and .O’Callaghan have_ been 
sent to 8t.  Michael’s Church. Fathers 
Barry, Boyle, McLoughlin, and Brophy are 
amongithoseremoved. Mr,O’Geary’s statement 
was denied by several parishioners, Nothing 
detinite could be obtained at the church. The 
confessional of Dr, McGlynn has been restored 
and decorated with evergreens by his friends. 
When the new Pastor took possession he had 
Dr. MeGlynn’s name taken from the confessional, 
and those antagonistic to Father Donnelly think 
he will now order the confessional removed en- 
tirely. 

A report was circulated yesterday that Dr. 
McGlynn had not gone to his sister’s, Mrs. [gna- 
tius Whalen,in- Harlem, but was mysteriously 
oceupying lodgings in the vicinity of St. Ste- 
phen’s. He certuinly was at Mrs. Whalen’s yester- 
day, and his baggage is there. Some of his 
parishioners who are nearest to him say that he 
has leased rooms in East Twenty-ninth-street, 
near Third-avenue, for business offices, and that 
ag soon as he is well enough he will occupy 
them as the headquarters of the philanthropic 
and literary work which he is to pursue in the 
future. Dr. Shrady said last evening that Dr. 


_MeGlynn was recovering from his nervous 


troubles, and would soon be able to resume 
work. There is good reason to believe, however, 
that Dr. McGlynn has an organic disease of the 
heart, from which he has long sutfered, and 
which has been aggravated by the mental strug- 
gles which he has been enduring, 

A rumor was started yesterday that the Rev, 
Dr. James T. Curran, who was administrator of 
St. Stephen’s parish from the time of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn’s suspension until Father Donnelly’s ar- 
rival, on Saturday last, had been suspended 
temporarily for giving the disaffected parishion- 
ers permission to hold a meeting in the base- 
ment of the church Monday evening. Inyesti- 
gation proved that Dr. Curran had not received 
such a@ punishment, It would have been too 
heavy for the alleged offense, and the only au- 
thority for the statement that he gave permis- 
sion for the meeting is the committee which 
waited on him to secure it. 

Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet, of No. 89 Madison- 
avenue, Whose name was published as a member 
of the committee appointed at the Monday night 
meeting, wishes to disclaim any connection or 
sympathy with the movement, and says his 
name was used without authority. 

The disaffected servants in the rectory have 
been replaced by others, and it is expected that 
in a week substitutes will have been found for 
all the other strikers. There was no high mass 
yesterday at 9 A. M., as there usually is, and the 
church was locked. Michael Davitt called on 
Dr, Curran in the morning. 

The members of the Central Labor Union want 
to arrange for another mass meeting in tavor of 
Dr, MeGlynn. Itisto be preceded by a demon- 
stration and large procession of his trades union 
sympathizers. The matter will be discussed at 
the meeting of the body Sunday. 


COST OF AIDING M’GLYNN. 
THE LITIGATION 


IN REGARD TO THE 
‘“‘OATHOLIC HERALD.” 


Some time ago two judgments were ob- 
tained against the Catholic Herald Publishing 
Company. The Rev. R. L. Burtsell, Pastor of the 
Roman Catholic Church of the Epiphany, at Sec- 
ond-avenue and Twenty-first-street, is a stock- 
holder of that company, and was its President 
until last Summer, when he resigned because he 
differed with its editor, D. O’Loughlin, respect- 


ing the sentiments expressed in its columns. 
Before and since the election the Catholic Herald 
has been an advocate of Henry George’s theories, 
and sinee Dr. MeGlynn has been in trouble with 
his superiors it has supported him vigorously. 

An application was made to Judge Lawrence, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, for 
the appointment of a Receiver of the Catholic 
Herald Publishing Company’s affairs, and for an 
injunction restraining all other persons than the 
Receiver from publishing the paper orin any 
way interfering with its affairs. The application 
was made by David McClure, as counsel for 
Francis W. Purcell, the present holder of the 
judgments against the company, on the ground 
that the company was insolvent and that to per- 
mit it to continue 1ts business would be to permit 
its property to be wasted, to the injury of its 
creditors and stockholders. 

It was opposed by W. C. Carpenter, as counsel 
for Mr. O’Loughlin, who made an affidavit de- 
claring that Mr. Purcell merely represented 
Father Burtsell, being the sexton of his church. 
Father Burtsell, he said, bought the judgments 
against the company and assigned them to Pur- 
cell. He was moved to do this by the fact that 
the Catholic Herald was supporting Father Mc- 
Glynn. Mr. O'Loughlin denied that the com- 
pany was insolvent, and said that he and his 
wife, as its largest stockholders, were ready to 
assume all its liabilities, and after a while to 
take all the stock from the few other parties 
who now hold it. Father Burtsell owns seven 
shares, he said, while he and Mrs. O’Loughlin 
own 84 ont of 130. Judge Lawrence reserved 
his decision.

THE BAR ASSOCIATION TO ASK CON- 
GRESS TO PAY LARGER SALARIES. 
The Bar Association held a special meet- 
ing last night at the call of A. J. Vanderpoe}, 
Joseph H. Choate, ex-Judge Dillon, Everett P. 
Wheeler, James ©, Carter, E. Ellery Anderson, 
Gen. Swayne, and others to take action to bring 
before Congress for correction the present dis- 
gracefully small salaries attaching to the 
Federal Judgeships in this State. William 
Allen Butler, President of the Association, 
presided, and among the quorum of 60 promi- 
nent lawyers present were C. C. Beaman, 
Wheeler H. Peckham, James C. Carter, Everett 
P. Wheeler, Gen. Swayne, Clifford A. Hand, 
George De Forest Lord, Roger Foster, F. 8. Wait, 


W. D. Guthrie, J. Tredwell Richards, E. K. Jones, 
8. L. A. Ward, John B. Leavitt, Gouverneur 
Tillotson, William Allen Butler, Jr., E. B. Whit- 
ney, David Wilcox, Julian T. Davies, Barlow 8. 
Weeks, and George C. Holt. 

The resolutions presented by E. Ellery Ander- 
son were as follows: 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this association 
the salaries now paid to the Federal Judges within 
this State are entirely inadequate, and bear no rela- 
tion to the character and importance of the services 
rendered by them. 

Resolved, That the salaries paid to the Judges of 
the courts of the United States within the State of 
New-York are not only out of proportion to the sal- 
orion jas to the Judges of the Superior Court of Rec- 
ord of the State for services of the same character and 
importance butare insufficient to meet the costof liv- 
ing ne the suitable maintenance of their families; 
and that the disparity between the salaries paid to 
the Judges of the State courts and those paid to the 
Judges of the Federal courts tends to impair the 
dignity, independence, and usefulness of the latter 
and make it difficult to obtain men possessing the 
qualifications necessary for the discharge of the du. 
ties of these high offices. 

Resolved, That the greatly increased volume of 
business partormed by the Judges of the Federal 
courts within this State, as well as the responsibili- 
ty forced upon them by the magnitude and com- 

exity of the questions constantly brought before 

hem for adjudication, demand that a reasonable dis- 
crimination in their favor should be made by Con- 
gress with respect to any legislation that may be 
proposed and adopted for the suitable and adequate 
compensation of Federal Judges. 

Resolved, That itis the sense of this association 
that the Judge of the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Second Circuit should be provided 
with and receive a salary of at least $9,000 per an- 
num, with an additional allowance of at least $2,000 
per annum tor traveling and other expenses, and 
that the Judge of the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of New-York 
should receive a salary of at least $7,000 per annum, 
and that the Judgesof the District Courts of the 
United States. forthe Northern and Eastern Dis- 
tricts of New-York, should receivea salary of at least 
$6,000 per annum. 

Resolved, That a committee of five members of this 
association be appointed by the President, with 
power to fill vacancies and, in their discretion, to 
add to their number, not to exceed seven in all, to 
present these resolutions to Congress, and to advo- 
cate before that body and the proper committees 
thereof the correction of these evils and to promote 
the reform hereby sought. 


Clifford A. Hand seconded the motion, and re- 
viewed the experience of many of the former 
Judges, who had been righteously indignant at 
the inadequacy of their salaries, and he pointed 
out that many able lawyers had only accepted 
the position after much persuasion on that very 
account, 

George De Forest Lord also spoke at length 
on the demands of the times for such an increase 
in salary, C. C, Beaman also argued in favor of 
using every means to preserve the dignity of the 
bench, and James. Carter thought that Congress 
would act favorably on the petition. An amend-

A DISTRICT FIGHT. 
PEE 

TO SETTLE A COUNTY 
RACY FAMILY QUARREL,. 

The Committee on Contests of the County 
Democracy listened to testimony in the fight in 
the Eighteenth District that has been agitating 
local” politicians for some time. Friends of 
Mayor's Marshal Byrnes and James McCartney, 
the aspirants for leadership in the district, 
filled Room No. 13, in Cooper Union, where 
the committee heard the testimony. The crowd 
was so dense that Chairman Power asked the 


Sergeant-at-Arms to clear the hall and allow 
only persons who were to be examined to re- 
main, It was evident that the contestants had 
their followers gathered en masse, and it was 
feared that a general row might ensue. 

When the room was cleared the examination 
was begun. Witnesses from the Second, Third, 
Fifth, Eighth, and Tenth Election Districts of 
the Eighteenth Assembly District were heard. 
Byrnes’s followers claimed that the adherents of 
McCartney assembled at the polling places at an 
early hour, and in a numberof instances had 
their election blanks fillea out before the time 
announced for the voting to begin. McCartney’s 
men said that Byrnes brought Tammany Hall 
‘“heelers’ and tramps from a lodging house at 
No. 600 Third-avenue, to carry everything be- 
fore them, and they were only balked in their 
efforts by faithful work on the part of the men 
who had charge of the primaries. 

Col. O'Byrne, who appeared for the McCartney 
faction, presented their side to the committee. 
He claimed that the blanks sent to the County 
Democracy organization on the night of the 
primary elections by the Byrnes party were 
forgeries and should not be given any recogni- 
tion. He also characterized the friends of 
Byrnes as enemies ot the County Democracy. 

“‘Mr. Benjamin Barter,” he continued, “ of the 
witnesses for the opposition, is an exception to 
the rule. He is an honest and conscientious 
man, and God never intended him to be a politi- 
cian.” 

‘*That’s so,” retorted Barter hotly, “ and He 
never intended that you should be a lawyer.” 

Marshal Byrnes in summing up said that the 
election had no semblance of honesty about it.

GOV. GREEN INAUGURATED 


THRONGS OF VISITORS IN NEW- 
JERSEY’S CAPITAL. 

THE OUTGOING GOVERNOR GIVES UP 
THE SEAL OF STATE AND THE NEW 
EXECUTIVE TELLS HIS PLANS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 18.—The ceremonies 
attending the inauguration of Robert Stockton 
Green as Governor of New-Jersey took place at 
the Taylor Opera House to-day between the 
hours of 12 and 1 o’clock, A great mass of people 
was present and in the throng were many promi- 
nent in the social, professional, and political cir- 
cles of the State. The theatre was elaborately 
decorated with the national colors and over the 
stage a canopy was formed of ropes of ivy and 
evergreen. The members of the Legislature, 
comprising nearly all the Senators and Assem- 
blymen, sat behind the footlights in a group, of 
which Speaker Baird was the central figure. 
Flanking them on either side were the State 
officials, prominent politicians of both parties, 
specially invited guests, and personal friends of 
the retiring and incoming Governors, for whom 
seats had been reserved. 

The four private boxes of the opera house were 
occupied by the ladies of the Green and Abbett 
households, They were all quietly buf elegant- 
ly attired. Mrs. Green wore at her belt a large 
bouquet of cut flowers. She and her daughters, 
with several other ladies and Mr. Vanderpoel, 
one of the law partners of the new Governor, oc- 


-cupied the lower ieft-hand box. Mrs. Dodd, the 


sister-in-law of Gov. Abbett, and his young 
daughter, with several well known Newark and 
Jersey City society ladies, filled the lower right- 
hand box. In the boxes overhead were relatives 
and intimate friends of the two Governors. 
Among the most distinguished personages on 


the stage were Senator McPherson, Chief-Jus- 
tice Beasley, ex-Govs. Parker and Bedle, Chan- 
cellor Runyon, Congressmen William Walter 
pels and J. Nelson Pidcock, Judges Knapp, 
Van Syckel, and Scudder, of the Supreme Court; 
State Controller Anderson, the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Kelsey, and the State Superintendent 


of Public Instruction, Mr. Chapman; Dr. James - 


8. Green, brother of the new Governor. and G. 
A. Hobart, President of the Republican State 
Central Committee. 

Prof. Petermann’s orchestra, which was placed 
in the gillery, was rendering a national air when 
the two Governors appeared upon the stage to- 
gether. The audience, which now was so great 
that not a foot of standing space was visible, 
welcomed them both with tumultuous applause. 
Following in their wake came the legislative 
Joint Committee on Inauguration, headed by the 
President of the last Senate, Mr. Griggs, The lat- 
ter announced a prayer by the Rev. Dr. Studdi- 
ford, of Trenton, with which the ceremonies were 
formally opened. 

During the delivery of the prayer all on the 
stage and in the boxes remained standing. Govs. 
Green and Abbett, President Griggs, Secretary 
Kelsey, and Chief-Justice Beasley then formed a 
group at a table near the footlights in the centre 
of the stage. The Chief-Justice administered the 
oath of office to the Governor-elect, who, in a 
loud voice, repeated the words which pledged 
him to arfhonest administration of the affairs of 
the State. When he had done this Secretary 
Kelsey offered him a pen and he subscribed his 
name to the oath. 

The delivery of the great seal of the State was 

then inorder. The retiring Governor, address- 
ing his successor, said: “It is my pleasing duty 
at this, the one hundred and eleventh session of 
the New-Jersey Legislature, in the presence of 
the Senate and Assembly to deliver to you the 
great seal of the State. It represents the sover- 
elgnty and power of the people, as embodied in 
the Executive. Its delivery is the public act 
which manifests the beginning of your term oi 
office. In transmitting it to you I express the 
confidence of the people in the integrity of your 
administration and in the purity of your per- 
sonal character, and their belief that your past 
great experience and the faithful manner in 
which you have discharged the duty of every 
official phys ip which you have been placed, 
will make your duties as chief Executive of this 
State easy to perform, and their performance 
aeceptable to the people.” 
- Gov. Green replied: “In receiving from you 
the great seal of the State I express the hope 
that three years from this time I may have as 
just cause as you to believe that the prosperity 
of the State has been materially advanced.” 

Ex-Gov. Abbett introduced the new Governor 
to the President of the Senate, by whom he was 
presented to the members of the Legislature, 
The latter arose to receive the Governor’s bow. 
This given, he turned around, and, facing the 
audience, delivered the inaugural address. 

The following are the principal points covered 
by the address: 


Gov. Abbett has the proud satisfaction of knowing 
that during his term o! office the burdens of taxa- 
tion upon the people have been lightened; that a 
more just system of taxation of corporate property 
has been enacted by the Legislature and sustained 
by the court of last resort, and that many measures 
have been adopted by which the just complaints of 
labor have been in a degree redressed, 

The question of taxation is one of controlling im- 

portance; its satisfactory solution has been, and con- 
tinues to be, the fruitful source of theories and ex- 
periment. There is wisdom and reason in the policy 
adopted in this State of exempting from taxation so 
much of the property of religious and educational in- 
stitutions as may be necessary for their successful 
operation, No just reason, however, exists why 
corporations, institutions, or individuals owning 
property, which they hold for use, enjoyment, 
nvestment, profit or speculation should not each 
bear a just share of Government expense. The 
proper principle on which a tax is to be assessed is 
not easily ascertained. The just rule is that each, 
the individual and the corporation, as the owners of 
property protected by the Government, should bear 
a share of Government expense proportionate to the 
value of the property and irrespective of the inci- 
dents of ownership. Our Constitution, recognizing 
this principle, now declares that “ property shall be 
assessed for taxes under general laws, by uniform 
rules, at its true value.” 

The Governor then speaks of the difficulties which 
have arisen in the application of the constitutional 
rule to the property of railroad corporations; says 
that where there are irrepealable contracts of ex- 
emption they must be respected until constitution. 
ally abrogated; holds that there is no reason why 
the property of individuals and of railroad corpora- 
tions in the same taxation district should be taxed 
at different rates for the same object. and that it is 
unjust to limit the rate on railroad property to 1 per 
cent, when the rate may be 2 or 3 percent. on the 
property of others. Uponthe subject of labor and 
capital he says: ‘“‘All discriminations unfavorable 
to labor on the statute book should be removed. 
* * * The protection by Government of the honest 
workingman from convict and imported pauper and 
contract labor should be absolutely assured.” There 
can be no valuable legislation in behalf of municipal. 
ities until the constitutional provision prohihiting 
special legislation therefor is removed. An inde- 
pendent Court of Appeals should be provided tor 
anda Constitutional Convention held, the members 
of which shall be elected by the people under a law 
providing for minority representation. 

President Cleveland, despite the cavil and com.

It will meet 
to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock, when it is be- 
lieved that Mr. Corbin will submit the ma- 
jority report from the Committee on Elections 
in the Jones-Walter contested seat case. As this 
report is in favor of a new election in the Second 
Mercer District, a lively debate is anticipated.

Green to- 
day by the legislative Committee on Inaugura- 
tion was attended by Senators Sewell and Me- 
Pherson, ex-Govs. Parker and ®edle, Congress- 
man William Walter Phelps, Gov. Abbett, Secre- 
tary Kelsey, and all the State officers. There 
was no political talk, and the gentlemen en- 
joyed themselves, notwithstanding their recent 
engagement in the sharpest political struggle 
of their lives. At the new Governor's reception 
at the State House this evening Gov. Abbett’s 
personal military staff and Gen. Sewell and staff 
were in attendance. All the officers were uni- 
formed except Senator Sewell.

THB POR FAMILY TRAGEDY. 
FIVE MEN AND TWO WOMEN CHARGED 


WITH THE CRIME. 


Lovuisvitt_e, Ky., Jan. 18.—Marshal Hunt- 
er, of Bardstown, one of the best known officers 
in the State, passed through the city this morn- 
ing on his way home from the mountains, where 
he made some important arrests. On Oct. 22 
one of the most frightful tragedies that ever took 
place in Kentucky occurred in the eastern por- 
tion of Knox County. The house occupied by 


the Poe family was burned down, and in the 
ashes were found the charred remains of eight 

ersons. They were the bodies of Mrs. Kitt 

oe, Miss Mary J. Carson, Miss Mary Burus, an 
Mollie, Axie, Laura, Pearl C., and Willie Poe, five 
children. It was afterward learned that her 
had been murdered, after which the house h 
been set on fire. Marshal Hunter made several 
trips to that section at the instance of Gov, 
Knott, and last Sunday arrested seven persons— 
five men and two women—who are, he thinks, 
in all likelihood the perpetrators of the horrible 
crime. Atl seven live in adjoining cabins near 
where the Poe family resided. They were taken 
to Barboursville and lodged in a Their names 
are Amelia Worms, Brice Mills, Balmer Mills, 
Wright Smith, Elias Jackson, Mollie Stamper, 
and Pinda Hammond. The Worms woman is 
thought to be the leader of the gang and the in- 
stigator of the whole affair, Sheis a notorious 
courtesan, and had great influence over the 
others who were arrested. She had a desire to 
obtain possession of the house occupied by the 
Poes, and attempted to frighten the later fam- 
ily away. Failing in this, she made repeated 
attempts to burn the house down. With this

of the family had gone away. The opinion of 
the officers is that the party, headed by the 
Worms woman, went to the house and attempted 
to eject the family. Meeting with some diffi- 
culty, a fight ensued, in which one of. the in- 
mates was killed. In order to cover up their 
tracks, the murderers made short work of the 
other seven and set the house on fire. 

On the night of the tragedy the Worms woman 
was seen to leave her house with the others who 
were arrested, and did not return until late. Dur- 
ing the time she was absent the murder occurred. 
On the next day the woman was heard to say to 
one of the others: ‘* Thank God that it burnesup 
everything. so there can be no trace left.” This 
and other circumstances led to the arrest, and 
Marshal Hunter thinks there can be no doubt of 
the guilt of. the prisoners, They had 
evidently been expecting a visit’ from the 
officers, since all the houses were fortified 
and the men went armed constantly. They were 
taken by surprise, however, and had no opportu- 
nity to resist. Amelia Worms, the leader of the 
gang, is described as a thorough Amazon. Of 
naturally large and powerful frame, her life of 
hardship and exposure has rendered ber even 
more masculine, and her every muscle is devel- 
oped like a prize fighter’s. She is noted for her 
great strength and courage, and even the hardy 
mountaineers were greatly afraid of her. In 
spite of all this, however, she is said to be not 
unattractive, and has afairly pleasant face. The

ANDERSON ENDEAVORED. TO 

RAISE MONEY. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 18.—When the Chicago 
University went by the board it owed 
its President, the Rev. Dr. Galusha A. 
Anderson, $3,500 back salary. For this 
sum the ‘Trustees gave Dr. Anderson a 
note secured by a chattel mortgage on all the 


movable property in the university building. ; 1] 


The note was never paid and the mort- 
gage was foreclosed, Dr. Anderson stripped the 
building and carried his property away. Included 


in the stuff thus coming into his possession were 
a dozen or more of oil portraits of the early 
friends and benefactors of the university, some 
of them men famous the country over. There was 
* Dick” Yates, the war Governor of Illinois, who 
was President of the Board of Regents of the uni- 
versity 22 years ago.Gov. Yates would not cive the 
university his portrait, but B. Farwell 
who will be the next Senator from Illinois, and 
W. L. Church raised $250 and paid for one life 
size. There was Stephen A. Douglas, the 
“Little Giant;’ S. William Jones, who gave 
$40,Q00 toward erecting the university struct- 
ure; J, Young Scammon, who built the ob- 
servatory for the astronomical society; 
ex-Mayors L. D. Boone and Woodworth, 
the Rev. John CC. Burroughs, Thomas 
Hoyne, John kK. Pollard, Samuel Hoard, 
Dr. Colver, and Dr. Evarts, all men dis- 
tinguished in their day, and some of them 
still» living. These portraits hung in the 
reception room of the university and 
were taken by Dr. Anderson and _ stored 
for some mouths. Three weeks ago the ex- 
President called to a conference his barber, 
Louis J. Frahm, whose shop is in Cot- 
tage Grove-avenue, near the silent old 
university, and an executive session was held 
A day or two later all the railroad time tables 
and grocery store chromos on the walls of the bar- 
ber’s shop disappeared, and in their places there 
looked down upon dry and wet shampoos, hair 
cuts and shaves the grave faces of the old time 
friends of the Chicago University, each 
bearing a sign of “For Sale.” It 
was not long before the barber’s 
new wares became famous, Old  settiers 
dropped in and were profoundly indignant. 
Young settlers scoffed and jeered and inti- 
mated that Dr. Anderson knew a thing or 
two. To-day but a few of the portraits 
were left and some of the chromos 
had got back. Fernando Jones, son of 8, Will- 
iam, replevined his father’s portrait, claim- 
ing that it had only been loaned to the 
University. The ex-Mayor’s and Dr. Bur- 
roughs’s are still there, but the others are 
ail gone. A dentist bought Gov. Yates’s; the 
Hoyne portrait, which was painted by Healey, 
was bought by relatives for $75, and descendants 
of the “ Little Giant” bought his. The remain- 
ing portraits may be raffled off. 


SHOT DEAD IN A SALOON. 


THE MURDERER SUBSEQUENTLY AR- 


RESTED AND LOCKED UP. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Jan. 18.—A young man 
named Peter Martin was shot down by Thomas 
Dernan in a saloon kept by John Waldron in the 
Eighteen Ward, of this city, yesterday, and died 
afew minutes later. Dernan, who did the shoot- 
ing, is also a saloon keeper. He suspected Mar- 
tin of having stolen $18 from him last night, and 
when he met him to-day accused him of the 
theft, and then quickly drawing his revolver 
fired the fatal shot. The ball entered Martin’s 
left breast in the region of the heart, and the 


wounded man, staggering to the sidewalk, fell 
dead. As he did Dernan exclaimed: ‘You will 
never rob me again,” and putting up his pistol 
hurried away. The witnesses of the crime were 
so dazed that they made no attempt to stop the 
murderer, who succeeded in making his escape. 
Dernan was arrested at his home this after- 
noon by a party of policemen, who found him in 
his bedroom. A bulldog scratching at the bed- 
room door attracted their attention, and, forcing 
their way into the apartment, they found the ob- 
ject of their search in a drunken stupor. They 
put the shackles on him before he awoke, then, 
rousing him, took him to the Central Police Sta- 
tion. He made no statement. The body of the 
murdered man lay on the sidewalk for some 
time and was viewed by an excited crowd. The 
Coroner being notified of the tragedy, finally 
gave permission for the removal of the remains 
to the home of Martin’s parents, where an in- 
quest was held this afternoon, resulting in a ver- 
dict in accordance with the facts. Public feel- 
ing has been profoundly stirred by the crime,

ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Jan. 18.—Harold Coster, 
the second officer of the British steamship Erl 
King, was shot and mortally wounded on the 
night of Jan. 6 by three men who had attempted 
to rob him and William Wilkins, the third officer 
of the Erl King, who was in his company at the 
time. Coster was conveyed to the Charity Hos- 
pital, where he died on Jan. 8 from the effects 


of his wound. He was unable to give any de- 
scription of his assassins, and he was 
somewhat under the influence of liquor 
at the time, and could only say that 
the parties were young white men. 
Who the assassins were remained a mystery, 
and Capt. Malone set his entire detective force 
at work to ferret out the culprits if possible. 
This ina few days resultedin the arrest of six 
notorious hoodlums and wharf rats. The pre- 
liminary examination held to-night resulted in 
the holding of Henry Haddy as principal and 
John Coats and Stonewall Whitaker as acces- 
sories. The evidence against them is full and 
complete, notwithstanding the absence of 
Coster’s companion, Wilkins, who went to sea 
in the Erl King the day after the murder. Coster 
was from Montreal, Canada, where he belonged 
to a prominent family.

GOV. HILL MAKES THE OPENING AD«& 
DRESS TO THE ASSOCIATION —« 
CHANGES IN STATE CONSTITUTIONS, 

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The tenth annual ses. 
_sion of the State Bar Association, which began 
this &:ternoon, promises tabe the most notable 
in its cistory. The gatheritg of prominent law- 
yers from ail sections is large and the addresses 
of unusual value. Gov. Hill presided and de- 
livered a long address on the condition of the 

law in the State. Referring to the admis- . 

sion of women to the Bar, the Bachelor 

Governor remarked: “With becoming gallantry

courtesy which should always characterize the

The Court of Appeals, he showed, entered the 
new year with 760 cases undisposed of, and it 
was getting further in arrears every year. The 
necessity of some reform was apparent. Whethey 
it is expedient to further restrict cases in which 
appeals may be brought, or to increase the num- 
ber of Judges of the Court of Appeals, orto 
create a Commission of Appeals, or to establish 
some other additional court, are questions, he 
thought, upon which intelligent opinions may 
well differ, and are worthy of the most care- 
ful attention. But little legislation is re- 

uired for the actual needs of the State, 
the Governor said.

The number of laws enacted, notwithstanding a 
liberal use of the veto power by, the Executive, 
is steadily increasing. In 1882 they were 410; 
in 1883, 523; in 1884, 551; im 1885, 557, and in 
pee 681. Much of this is not required. We 
should not forget that while we are lawyers we 
are also citizens of a great State, to wlich we 
owe the duty of adherence to the highest stand- 
ards and the best methods of legislation, regard- 
less of all'other considerations. 

Gov. Hill urged the appointment of a commit- 
tee to maintain the purity and honor of the pro- 
fession and bring proceedings for the expul- 
sion of members of the Bar charged with mis- 
conduct. He closed with an eloquent tribute to 
See pronteuetrenees of the Bar of the Empire 
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The principal address of the session was made 
by the Hon. eurs Hitchcock, of 8t. Louis, Mo., 
on“ Recent Changes in American State Con- 
stitutions.” It was an exhaustive and able 
essay on the constitutional movement in the 
States, which was of especial value in view of 
the coming Constitutional Convention in this 
State. The number of new. or completely re- 
vised, constitutions, he said, adopted since 
1860, the number of States having in- 
creased from 35 to 38 during that time, 
is 35, or an average of nearly one for eac 
State — & quarter of acentury. The tot 
humber of distinct Constitutions either newly 
adopted or completely revised promulgated in 
these 38 States in 110 years has been 104, 
aud to those several Constitutions 214 partial 
i amendments have been adopted. During the 

ast 10 years 28 amendments in 17 States and 
6 complete or revised Constitutions submit- 
ted to popular vote have been rejected. These 
statistics have a certain Interest in the light 
of the statement of Sir Henry Maine that social 
necessities and socialopinion are always more or 
less in advance of law, and that the greater or less 
happiness of _——_ depends upon the degree 
of promptitude with which the gulf between 
them is narrowed. It appears that up to 1873 
152 conventions in all had been held in the 
United States for the purpose of framing, revis- 
ing,,or ratifying Constitutions or parts of Con- 
stitutions, either for the Union or for States now 
members thereof, including in that number 28 
conventions called simply to ratify propositions 
made by otber conventions or bettas hay 
analogous functions, auch as several State Com 
ventions which ratifiea the Federal Constitution, 
and 6 others which —_ abortive. Of the 
remaining 118 properly speaking, 78 submitted 
the fruits of their labors to the people, includ 
ing the convention which formed the Federal 
Constitution, and 40 dia not. 

The speakerthen picked out the stronga 
weak points in various State Constitutions, 
spoke of the adoption of educational matters 
many States, as well as the tendency for an ab- 
solutely uniform suffrage, the restrictions to leg- 
islation, and said: ‘‘ Another class of com 
atively recent provisions in State Constitutiong 
consists of positive enactments, such as we 
should hardly expect to find in organic law, 
such as fixing tile salaries of State office 
limiting the rate of interest, exemp 
certain property from levy on execution, 
prescribing details of practice in the courts, 
concerning the property of married wom- 
en which in several States provide that 
the property of a woman held before marriage 
or acquired after marriage by gift, grant, devise, 
or descent shall remain absolutely herown. In 
Missouri the reception of deposits by a failing 
bank is declared a crime and the Directors there- 
of are- made civilly liable. In California eight 
hours is — as a day's work on public 
works, and mechanics’ labor is a lien upon such 
works as they may have been engaged on. In 
Kansas, Iowa, Maine, and Rhode Island pro- 
hibition amendments have been adopted.” 
Regarding prohibition amendments Mr. Hitch- 
cock said that the only inquiry now suggested 
is why it should find a place in the Constitution, 
especially since both State and Federal courts 
have upheld such statutes as constitutional un- 
der the police power of the States, and a pro- 
hibitory liquor law bas been on the statute books 
of Maine for many years. In 1800 there were 
15 States in this Union, and in no one of them 
were Judges then elected by the people.

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 

‘to which the President’s message submitting 
the correspondence in regard to the fisheries 
dispute and Secretary MANNING'S report on 
the seizure of American fishing vessels 
were referred, made a unanimous report yes- 
terday, in which the policy indicated in the 
Belmont Non-intercourse bill was strongly 
supported. The report adopts explicit- 
Jy and sustains with elaborate argu- 
ment the position heretofore maintained 
by the Government. It declares that the 
treaty of 1818 related solely to the inshore 
fisheries and the right to land for the pur- 
pose of curing and drying fish on certain 
goasts, and in no way interfered with the 
gight to fish in the deep seas or with the 
ordinary commercial privileges of American 
vessels. It is of the essence of the contro- 
versy that American vessels have an abso- 
Jute right in the deep-sea fisheries and the 
right, secured by treaty and legislation, to 
trade in ali British ports whatsoever so 
Jong as they do not encroach upon the in- 
hibited fishing grounds or violate customs 
regulations. This is a ground which Con- 
gress, as well as the Executive, seems to be 
prepared to maintain and to defend by all 
appropriate means, 


The relation of the Pacific railroads to 
the Government has been fruitful in scan- 
flals, but we doubt whether there is very 
much more in that field to be unearthed at 
this late day by such a committee as 
would be created under the resolution 
‘passed by the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday. Stock jobbery of an 
unusual bold and naked character has 
been the chief underlying motive of the re- 
cent tardy moral convulsion over these-scan- ° 
dals. The greatest practical question be- 
tween the roadsand the Government at 
present is that involved in the Outh- 
waite bill, making easier terms for the pay- 
ment of the debt of the roads to the United 
States. That is purely a business matter 
and can be settled in a business fashion 
without scandal if Congress will have the 
good sense to bear in mind and be gnided by 
the sound recommendation made by the 
President in his last annual message that 
“in considering the plan proposed the sole 
matters which should be taken into account 
are the situation of the Government asa 
creditor and the surest way to secure the 
payment of the principal and the interest of 
its debts.” 


The Senate has undertaken to protect the 
jobbers who were enabled by the Interior 
Department in the last Administration to 
get possession of a large part of the old 
“Backbone” land grant. When the five 
years allowed by law for the completion of 
the subsidized road had elapsed, no work 
had been done by the company; bunt after 
five years more had passed an attempt 
was made to transfer the land to 
avothercompany. It is this transfer which 
the Interior Department favored and which, 
in part, the Senate now undertakes to con- 
firm. It is this transfer which Mr. Ep- 
MOMNDS described yesterday as “one of the 
most audacious ‘deals’ ever practiced in the 

Inited States.” It may be remembered that 
the Texas Pacific Company tried to transfer 
in the same way its unearned grant in 
the Territories to the Southern Pacific, and 
was thwarted by a forfeiture act passed in 
pbedience to public opinion. The history of 
this “Backbone” grant is full of scandal 
andinfamy. The bill must go to the House 
for concurrent action. If some one in the 
‘House should procure and present a history 
of the “Backbone” bonds from the time 
when they were printed, it would furnish 
jthe subject for a very interesting debate, 


and might cause the final enactment of this 
bill to be delayed. 
DARA OA REE ILE ENS 

A strong effort will undoubtedly be made 
at the present session of the Legislature to 
secure the enactment of a high license law 
for the regulation of the liquor traffic, at 
least in this city and Brooklyn. The bill 
introduced in the Assembly yesterday by 
Mr. CrosBy appears to apply only to cities 
of 300,000 inhabitantsandmore. It divides 
licenses into three classes for the sale of 
liquor to be drank on the premises, one for 
the sale of all kinds of liquors with a fee of 
$1,000, one for the sale of wine, beer, and 
other malt liquors with a fee or $500, and 
one for the sale of malt liquors only with a 
fee of $100. The distinctions are important 
and the fees are not placed too high. 

The President has transmitted to Con- 
gress, without recommendation, the papers 
sent to him by the Executive Committee of 
the Sub-Constitutional Centennial Commis- 
sion relating to a celebration at Philadel- 
phia of the conclusion of the labors of the 
Constitutional Convention a hundred years 
ago, Sept. 17. The President believes that 
there should be some fitting celebration, 
but does not wish to discriminate for or 
against any specific proposition, regarding 
the matter as solely within the discretion 
of Congress. 


The method by which the Tories propose 
to put their Ivish legislation through the 
House of Commons must seem to the mem- 
bers of that body even more revolutionary 
than the legislation itself. Itis proposed 
that the léader of the Opposition shall move 
for the “ cléture” whenever he chooses, and 
that a bare majority shall suffice fo carry 
his motion. In this form the cléture will be 
in the House of Commons exactly what the 
previous question isin the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Theoretically the minority can be 
summarily gagged by either. Practically 
it has been found in Washington that by 
means of motions to adjourn and calls for 
the yeas and nays a persistent minority can 
extort from the majority a reasonable time 
for debate. This is the right of the minori- 
ty, while it is not its right to defeat the 
will of the majority or to delay its enforce- 
ment after discussion. The newrule, should 
it be carried, will not be likely to work any 
serious injustice. 

EAE INAES AOE T ACER IA OLED DELI TAY SE 

The address of Gov. Hrxz as President of 
the State Bar Association yesterday was 
not brilliant or original; it was, in fact, in 
thought and manner the essence of com- 
monplace, but it was fairly sensible in its 
recommendations, which were few, and we 
suppose it represents pretty nearly what the 
average country lawyer of no special talent 
thinks, or wishes his fellow-citizens to ber 
lieve that he thinks. It included a conspic- 
uously non-committal reference to women 
as lawyers, a reference to the crowded. cal- 
endar of the Court of Appeals, with no sug- 
gestion as to a remedy, a rather more defi- 
nite criticism of special laws, and a really 
strong denunciation of unworthiness in law- 
yers, of which the following is the cogclu- 
sion: 

“Those who injure the fair fame of our profes- 
sion by the practice of extortionate charges, 
blackmailing suits, the procuring of speculative 
injunctions, and the presentation and champion- 
ship of known fictitious claims or contests, or 
the resort to other questionable proceedings 
under the forms and apparent sanction of law, 
should be summarily dismissed from a calling 
which they disgrace, and this association can- 
not honor itself better or infuse more vigor into 
its life than by boldly and energetically inaugu- 


rating a system for the purification of the pro- 
fession.” 


END THE CONTEST TO-DAY. 
The combined vote of Mr. Morton and 
Congressman Hiscock is less than a major- 
ity of the joint Republican vote in the two 
branches of- the Legislature. Neither can 
be elected save by securing all the votes 
now held by the other and at least one of 
those held by Senator MILLER. This was 
demonstrated by the result of last night’s 
joint caucus when three ballots were taken, 
each standing: MILLER, 45; MorRTON, 36; 
Hiscock, 11, with two absentees, Assem- 
blyman Rra of Lewis, who is ill, but 
will vote for Mr. MILLER whenever he re- 
turns to Albany, and Assemblyman EL- 
DRIDGE of Warren, who has gone into the 
woods for the purpose of lumbering, after 
having declared that he would never vote 
for Mr. Morton. The majority of the 
joint caucus is 48. The vote of 
Morton and Hiscock combined is only 
4%. The needed vote, assuming that it were 
possible for either of these gentlemen to 
transfer all his supporters to the other— 
which it is not—can be gained only by bring- 
ing to bear upon some one of Senator MIL- 
LER’S adherents influences yet more potent 
and compelling than have yet been em- 
ployed for that purpose by Mr. Mor- 
ToN and his lieutenants. It is not 
in the least probable that any such effort 
will succeed. Itis hardly conceivable that 
after withstanding the tremendous ex- 
ertions already put forth to entice them 
into the Morton camp any of Senator MIL- 
LER’s supporters will now prove weak 
enough to desert him when he is within 
three votes of an election or rash enough to 
brave the censure and natural suspicions of 
his constituents and the public. 
ln these circumstances it is the duty of 
Mr. Hiscock’s supporters, a duty which 
they owe equally to, their constitu- 
ents in the various districts to 
the State, to put an end to the con- 
test at once by transferring their votes to 
Senator Minter. They have made every 
honorable effort to elect their candidate, 
whose worthiness has more than justi- 
fied their apd devotion, and now 
that his cause is clearly hopeless they may 
without reproach withdraw their support 
from him and cast their votes for the candi- 
date who, next to Mr. Hiscock, it is under- 
stood possesses the confidence and respect 
of at least a majority of their number. 
doing this they will avert a 
test which would be disastrous and 
expensive to the State making 
serious legislative work impossible dur- 
ing continuance; they will secure 
the election as Senator of a gentleman 
toward whom the sentiment of the Repub- 
lican Party at large has been shown tv be 
more favorable than toward any other, and 
they will do for their party the invaluable

principled clique which is striving to force 
upon the State a Senator for whose election 
it has expressed no desire whatever, save 
such as has been manifested or manufact- 
ured by these politicians themselves. 

It would be a wise and sensible course for 
such of Mr. Hiscock’s supporters as are favor- 
able to Senator MriuErR to end the contest 
by voting for him in the joint convention 
to-day. 


NEW PENSION LEGISLATION. 

Congress has taken a long step toward 
establishing by legislatiou the doctrine 
that “every Union soldier of the war of the 
rebellion should receive a pension.’ When 
the Blair-Cullom bill which was passed 
by the House on Monday was originally 
introduced in the Senate it was not 
supposed that it could be enacted. 
When it was afterward, in the form of a 
Senate amendment, substituted for the es- 
sential parts of a peculiarly objectionable 
Mexican pension bill that had come over 
from the House it was generally believed 
that the Senate merely intended by its 
action to prevent the passage of the House 
bill. It was not generally believed that 
such a measure could receive the support 
of either branch of Congress if taken 
up and considered upon its merits without 
regard to its effect upon other objectionable 
propositions. The vague estimates of its 
cost seemed in themselves sufficient to with- 
draw it from the field of sober legislation. 
Even its advocates admitted that it might 
cause an annual expenditure of $50,000,- 
000. But on May 19, 1886, the Senate 
passed this bill as a separate proposition by 
a vote of 34 to 14. And on Monday last 
the House followed the Senate’s example by 
a vote of 179 to 76. 

If this bill shall become a law it will 
work a radical change in our pension sys- 
tem. It provides that all persons who 
served three months on the Union side in 
the war of the rebellion, or for the same 
period in any other war in which the Nation 
has been engaged, and were honorably dis- 
charged, and who are now, or who may 
hereafter be, suffering from mental or phys- 
ical disability not the result of their own 
vicious habits or gross carelessness which 
incapacitates them for the performance of 
labor in such a degree as to render them 
unable to earn a support, and who are depend- 
ent upon their daily labor for support, shall 
be pensioned at the rate of $12 a month. 
Thus far pensions have been granted for 
disability incurred or wounds received 
while in service. This bill does not 
require that the disability shall be due 
to anything which occurred during the 
war, and while it does not provide for 
service pensions, it breaks down the barrier 
between war disability pensions and pen- 
sions for mere service, and was urged by 
persons who admit that they desire to sub- 
stitute the service requirement for the dis- 
ability requirement in our pension laws. 

The bill is especially objectionable be- 
cause it creates a new class of pen- 
sioners and provides for a departure 
from the old principles. Such a departure 
may lead to enormous expenditures. Before 
the passage of the bill by the House there 
was produced an estimate that the annual 
cost of it would be about $6,000,000. Even 
if this estimate had been trustworthy, a 
bill requiring so large an expenditure 
and revolutionizing the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our pension system ought not to 
have been passed under a suspension of the 
rules and substantially without debate. 
But there is good reason for a belief that 
the expenditure will be much larger. It 
should not be forgotten that when the same 
measure was pending in the Senate its ad- 
vocates admitted that the cost might be 
$50,000,000 a year, and that when an at- 
tempt to pass it was made in the last House, 
the member who moved its passage 
would make no estimate beyond say- 
ing that the cost would not reach 
$1,000,000,000. Mr. BLarr, a member of 
the Senate Pensions Committee, declared 
that the cost would be “very largely prob- 
lematical.” He also said that he had no 
doubt that it would “involve an annual 
addition to the pension expenditures of the 
country of $50,000,000.” Bearing in mind 
that the cost of the Arrears act was esti- 
mated at $25,000,000, while its actual cost 
thus far has been nearly $200,000,000, one 
may be inclined to question the accuracy of 


this latest estimate of $6,000,000 a year, 


which is said to be based upon “a few re- 
turns from counties.” 

The House on the same day and in the 
same way passed the Mexican Pension bill, 
which, like the Blair-Cullom bill, provides 
pensions for a large number of persons who 
never saw a battle. This bill, which now 
goes to the President for his approval, will 
cause an annual expenditure of about 
$5,000,000. The practice of enacting bills 
so important and costly with only so much 
discussion as can be crowded into half an 
hour cannot be too severely condemned. 





NEW SENATORS, 

The terms of twenty-six United States 
Senators will expire on the 4th of March. 
Elections of the successors of six of them 
took place last year. GORMAN of Maryland, 
GRORGE of Mississippi, SHERMAN of Ohio, 
Aupricu of Rhode Island, and EpMuUNDS 
of Vermont were re-elected, and JoHN W. 
DANIEL waschosenin Virginia to succeed 
MAHONE. WILLIAM M. STEWART was chosen 
last week in Nevada to succeed JOHN G. 
Farr. Votes were taken yesterday in 
the two houses separately in a number 
of States, and in several they were de- 
cisive of the election. HAWLEY of Con- 
necticut, Gray of Delaware, HALE of 
Maine, and CocKRELL of Missouri are virt- 
ually re-elected, only awaiting the declara- 
tion of the vote in joint convention to-day. 
New men received a majority of the votes 
of the two houses in Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Pennsylvania. 

In Michigan, as we have heretofore noted, 
Senator CONGER has been set aside, after 
his long term of public service, and Col. 
FRANCIS B. StocksripGE of Kalamazoo 
is to be his successor. Mr. STOCKBRIDGE is 
a wealthy lumberman who has been a lib- 
eral contributor for the support of his par- 
ty. The Republicans of Minnesota also set 
aside Senator McMILLan and gave their 
enpport almost unanimously toe ex-Gov.

Cusuman K. Davis of St.- Panl, an able. 
lawyer and a man of ability and experience, 
In Pennsylvania ‘ Boss” Quay has attained 
the purpose at which he has been aiming, 
and will succeed Senator MITCHELL. In 
Illinois the election of FARWELL is to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Gen, 
LOGAN. 

There are contests which prevented any 
candidate from securing a majority of the 
votes yesterday in Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
New-York, and Tennessee. In the first- 
named State Senator DAwss had the lead 
of his Republican competitors, ex-Gov. Rop- 
INSON and Congressman LONG, with a fair 
prospect of winning in the end. In Nebras- 
ka Senator VAN WYCK is making a vigorous 
fight as an anti-monopoly candidate, support- 
ed by a portion of both parties. The vote 
of yesterday shows that he has little 
chance of re-election unless the Democrats 
consent to throw over their own candidate. 
The Republicans are making a desperate ef- 
fort to have a caucus candidate, in the hope 
that he may draw off VAN Wyck’s Repub- 
lican supporters. Their vote yesterday 
was divided among a dozen candidates. In 
Tennessee WHITTHORNE has been agreed to 
by the Democrats to serve out the present 
term in the seat to which he was appointed 
to succeed Judge JACKSON, but they have 
not been able to unite on his successor. The 
contest is chiefly between ex-Gov. BATE and 
Mr. Marks, In Texas, where the Democratic 
candidate is alsosure of election, Congress- 
man REAGAN is engaged in a contest with 
Senator Maxry and others for the support of 
his party. The contest in California has 
ended in the election of Mr. Hearst, who 
was appointed to succeed Senator MILLER, 
and has secured the succession, it is alleged, 
by a corrupt use of money. The contest has 
been complicated with the question of the 
validity of the election of a part of the 
‘State Senate, but hold-over Senators appear 
to have concluded not to insist upon their 
alleged rights. In Indiana the only thing 
in the way of Senator HARRISON’S re-elec- 
tion is the contest over seats in the Legisla- 
ture caused by Democratic frauds at the 
State election. 

In New-Jersey, West Virginia, and Wis- 
consin the meeting of the Legislature is 
later than in the other States named, and 
the Senatorial elections do not occur until 
next week, and from Florida, where the 
first vote was to be taken yesterday, we 
have no advices at the present writing. In 
New-Hampshire the election does not take 
place until June. The political changes in 
the Senate occasioned by the elections this 
year will not be important. ‘'New-Jersey 
may be lost to the Republicans, but Indi- 
ana will probably be saved. STEWART 
from Nevada is a Republican gain. Neither 
will any distinct effect be perceived upon 
the character of the Senate. Quay is the 
only flagrant instance of a new Senator 
owing his position to political chicanery, 
while FARWELL and STOCKBRIDGE will be 
the accessions to the ranks of the millionaire 
Senators. There is little evidence of an 
effort to improve the quality of statesman- 
ship at Washington. 


“LABOR” IN NEW-JERSEY. 

The State of New-Jersey has not of late 
years been very fortunate in its Governors., 
It has never been Jess fortunate than in the 
election of Gov. GREEN, if we may judge by 
his inaugural address delivered «yesterday, 
and especially by that part of it that relates 
to the labor question. Among all the vague 
andempty declamation which demagogues 
in office have applied to the question Gov. 
GREEN’S is eminent for vagueness and 
emptiness. The intention to flatter 
wage workers, as being more numerous 
and consequently as having more votes than 
wage payers, is manifest enough, but it is 
impossible to tell what the author of the 
address recommends. The only sentence in 
which heis betrayed into specification is 
the following: ‘‘Among such [measures] 
are laws’ establishing a labor holi- 
day, fixing the liabilities of employers 
for injuries caused by their negligence, 


laws for the security of the life, limb, and | 


the preservation of the health of persons em- 
ployed in factories, and the establishment of 
reasonable hours for refreshment.” We are 
not aware of any opposition in New-Jersey 
to such laws. If there be such opposition 
it should be sternly suppressed. If the la- 
bor question can be settled by such simple 
means as securing a day off, in addition to 
the holidays already established, and call- 
ing it “ Labor Day,” and providing that em- 
ployers shall not kill or maim persons 
in their employ or undermine their health, 
or deny them “reasonable hours for re- 
freshment” it is astonishing that there 
should be any labor question. It is true 
that Gov. GREEN, like that other social 
philosopher, Gov. Hii, hints that there 
are other things that may be done, but 
these are the only things that he says 
should be done. As the function of a Gov- 
ernor’s message is to tell the Legislature 
what the Governor thinks it ought to do, 
andas itis impossible for the Legislature 
of New-Jersey to make out anything else in 
particular that it ought to do, these general 
intimations of the Governor can have 
no other purpose than to tickle the laborers 
without hurting anybody. It is not true 
that they do not hurt anybody. When a 
Governor talks about ‘‘ the encroachments 
of aggregated capital upon the rights of the 
wage worker’ without telling either what 
the encroachments are or what the rights 
are, or about ‘‘ the discriminations unfavor- 
able to labor on the statute book” without 
telling what the discriminations are, he is 
not talking harmless nonsense, but very 
mischievofiis nonsense. It may be consid- 
ered that he goes more into detail when he 
says that ‘‘ the enactment of laws tending 
to operate upon a portion of the people in 
restraint of their mutual protection is un- 
just, and to make the exercise of such a 
right a criminal offense is indefensible.” 
But why does he not cite the Jaws which he 
disapproves, if such laws there be? Does 
he recommend legalizing the boycott mere- 
ly, or is he aiso in favor of repealing the 
Riot act, which may be “a law tending 
to operate upon a portion of the peo- 
ple restraint of their mutual  pro- 
tection” ? Again he observes that “the 
protection by Government of the honest 
workingman from competition with con- 
vict and imported panper and contract 


in 


labor, unjust and destructive of-his proper 


remuneration, and from its character de- 
grading to his manhood, should be abso- 
lutely assured.” What convict and im- 
ported pauper and contract labor is the 
honest workingman of New-Jersey called 
upon to compete with? Pauper labor is a 
contradiction in terms. A man who earns 
his living by labor cannot be a pauper. As 
for “contract labor,” is not all labor for 
wages ‘“‘contract labor,” and, if so, 
what is the distinguishing mark of 
the contract labor to which Gov. 
GREEN objects? And does imported labor 
mean labor performed by persons not 
native to New-Jersey, or only labor per- 
formed by persons “imported” too recently 
to have acquired votes? What, in any case, 
does he propose or recommend to the Legis- 
lature todo about it? So far as can be as- 
certained from his moony way of talking 
about it, nothing at all. He means to com- 
mend himself to the voters of New-Jersey 
who work for wages by pretending that 
they suffer wrongs which he fails to 
designate. Those voters, in common 
with mankind in general, are ready 
to be persuaded that the hardships 
of theiy lot are “wrongs” and to look 
about for somebody upon whom their 
wrongs can be avenged. They naturally se- 
lect their employers, who evidently omit to 
pay them as much as they are willing to re- 
ceive, and who require of them work which 
they are willing not to perform. They would 
show better judgment if they selected dem- 
agogues like Gov. GREEN, who pretends 
that the repeal of some laws and the enact- 
ment of some other laws, of which he has 
been told in confidence and which he is not 
at liberty to mention, would make them «ll 
prosperous and happy. 

As it happens, it is in the power of Gov. 
GREEN to make a contribution of some 
value to the settlement of the labor ques- 
tion in New-Jersey. There is a considerable 
number of honest workingmen in that State 
who would like to go to’ work shoveling 
coal at what they consider “‘ proper remuner- 
ation.” ‘They are prevented from doing so, 
not by “‘ convict and imported pauper and 
contract labor,” but by idlers who threaten 
to become rioters. If Gov. GREEN should 
promise to protect these men with the whole 
power of the State, if necessary, and should 
take steps to redeem his pledges, the honest 
workingmen would know from his actions 
what he meant, which is more than any- 
body can find out from his words.

A REMINISCENCE LEFT OUT. 


MINISTER WASHBURNE’S POSTAL SERVICE 
DURING THE SIEGE OF PARIS. 

Paris, Jan. 10.—The publication in Serib- 
ner’s Magazine of ex-Minister Washburne’s 
**Reminiscences of the Siege and Commune of 
Paris” has created a good deal of indignation in 
France, and the comment of Le Figaro, “Mr. 
Washburne shows very little sympathy for us,” 
may be fairly accepted as expressing the general 
sentiment here. In retaliation for what the 
French consider as uncalled-for insinuations in 
the ‘“‘ Reminiscences,” Mr. Washburne’s record as 
Minister of the United States in Paris during the 
siege of the city has been overhauled, and some 
of the stories told in connection with his action 
during thuse troublous times, if true, do not 
redound exactly to his credit as the diplo- 
matist of a friendly power. The most 
compromising of them has been told by 
Prince de Wittgenstein, who was military at- 
taché to the Russian Legation in Paris during 
the siege, and who occupied the same relation to 
the French and German armies, as a bond of 
communication, that Mr. Washburne did to the 
diplomats shut up in Paris and the German 
Chancellor. The Prince’s story is well worth 
repeating, if only to give Mr. Washburne achance 
to contradict it, or to include it in the next 
batch of “ reminiscences.” 

Before and during the siege of Paris the Prince 
de Wittgenstein, who is the husband of the 
Princesse de Mingrélie, had his official residence 
at No. 120 Champs Elysées. One day, he says, 
two ladies appeared and delivered to ‘his valet 
two letters, accompanied by two louis. The 
letters were addressed to relatives of the 
ladies in the provinces, and the Russian General 
was somewhat astonished when his valet pre- 
sented them to him, with the gold. He began to 
sniff a mystery, but it was insoluble to him until 
the following day, when the ladies appeared 
again and asked for the return of the Iet- 
ters and the money. They told the Prince 
that they had made a mistake. They had 
been informed that he had made of himself 
a kind of German post office; that he ex- 
changed letters daily with Versailles, and that on 
the payment of 20 francs (about $4) he used his 
facilities to forward letters through the German 
lines to the provinces. ‘“‘ But,” said the spokes- 
man of the two, “we have made a mistake. It 
is in the Rue de Chaillot, at the United States 
Legation, that the letters are taken.” 

The Prince says that he returned the letters 
and the money, and decided to see if the story 
of the women was true. The next day and for 
several days after, in order to satisfy himself, he 
sent letters and twenty-frane pieces to the lega- 
tion presided over by Mr. Washburne, who pock- 
eted the louis and sent forward the letters. Mr. 
Washburne, it is asserted, took no pains to find 
out what the letters contained, and, for all he 
knew, information to the German commanders 
besieging Paris of the condition of the defense 
might have been sent out daily through his 
profitable post office. How much money he 
made by this thrifty but scarcely diplomatic 
stroke of business nobody but himself knows, 
but for the truth of the story the Prince de Witt- 
genstein stands ready to vouch. 


THE OARNIVAL AT ST. PAUL. 


OPENING OF THE FESTIVITIES AT THE 
BIG ICE PALACE. 

St. Pau, Minn., Jan. 18.—St. Paul’s sec- 
and Winter carnival opened last night. Eighteen 
miles of gas pipe has been used in the construc- 
tion of arches and side lights and 20,000 col- 
ored globes have been placed thereon. There 
are 26 arches, 11 ofthem being double and ex- 
tending from the four corners at the intersection 
of streets. The palace itself stands in Central 
Park. Entering the palace grounds from Summit- 
avenue the visitor passes through an arched 
gateway of ice, flanked with two smaller arches, 
the whole 60 feet wide and 50 feet high. These 


arches are surrounded by two towers. 
The palace 1s in the shape of a Latin cruss and 
covers 42,000 square feet. The main tower, 
from the ground to the top of the flagstaff, is 
135 feet high. The palace will have 81 are elec- 
tric lights and the grounds will be lighted with 
106 are lights with colored globes. At the east 
side of the grounds are 20 lodges or tepees. 
These are occupied by 160 Sioux Indians. Wal- 
kow Stone is the head chief. Evergreens have 
been placed about the grounds. The toboggan 
slide is situated at the southwest end of the park 
and is now open. The palace er ge received 
the finishing touches yesterday, and by to-mor- 
row the entrance and all the statuary will be 
ready. There will be no cessation of the festivi- 
ties until a week from Saturday, when the car- 
nival closes with snowshoe contests, toboggan- 
ing parades, storming of the castle, fireworks, 
and illuminations.

10 men abandon him it will put matters all at 
sea again. It is freely stated that the Adminis- 
tration would prefer to see Van Wyck elected 
rather than any Republican, and this will donbt- 
less have its influeuce on the party. If the 
joint convention takes two ballots to-morrow 
yan Wyck will probably be chosen on the second.

SECURE MUCH DESIRED DELAY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—There was an 
armed truce in both houses of ihe Legislature 
to-day, and, contrary to generai oxpectation, 
either the Senate nor the Honse took up any 
of the contested siection cases. An indi- 
cation of the fear one branch has of 
the other was shown when Senator Fowler 
proposed that the House should take a separate 
rote for Senator, naming 12 o'clock as the time. 

‘It was immediately suggested that the House 

might do something dreadful after the Sen- 

ate, had voted, and, therefore, the vote was 

‘delayed until the afternoon. The Senate had 

passed a resolution, with a preamble most of- 

fensive, reciting the action in the Meagher case 
and asking for a conference committee of 
the two houses to see whether a truce could 
be patched up; but the House laid the 
resolution. on the table. Late this afternoon 

‘Senators Fowler (Democrat) and Dresser, (Re- 

publican,) of the Joint Committee on Rules, un- 

‘dertook, themselves to arrange a conference 

with the House members with a view to 

the holding of one joint convention to-mor- 
row, with neither Smith nor Robertson to 
preside, but no conclusion was arrived at, and 
under the action the House took to-day there is 
little likelihood that the House will agree to any 
sort of compromise that will discredit Col. 

Robertson’s title. That wetion was the passage 

of a resolution, by a vote of 56 to 43, which recited 

the facts respecting the election of Robertson,and 

.declared that the House will at all times and in 

all matters wherein the General Assembly may be 

brought into relation with said office of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor recognize him and only him 
as the incumbent of said office. In the Sen- 
ate a message from the House was received 
reciting that, by a long and unbroken line 


of precedents, the joint convention for the count 
of the Senatorial vote has been hela in the 
hallofthe House of Representatives because 
of the more abundant room and for other 
obvious reasons, and therefore an invitation was 
extended the Senate to meet with the House at 
noon to-morrow. The invitation was referred to 
@ special committee of three. This was an an- 
swer to the Senate resolution asking-the House 
to meetin joint convention in the Senate Cham- 
ber. 

The Democrats were somewhat disturbed hy 
the introduction of a resolution by Senator Win- 
ter, reciting the action of’ the Senate in declar- 
ing the election for a Lieutenant-Governor 
invalid, and that Senator Smith had continued 
to usurp one of the functions of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and that the Constitution provided 
that no persons of one department of the Gov- 
ernment should exercise the functions of 
another department; that, therefore, Green 
Smith is not entitled to a vote on Sen- 
ator except in case of a tie or in the 
Committee of the Whole. The President, 
Mr. Smith, ruled that this resolution should be 
referred to the Committee on Elections without 
debate. Quite a controversy occurred, in which 
the Chair said the purpose of the reso- 
lution was merely to make up the record 
for Senate of the United States. 
After the colloquy the resolution was referred. 
Senator Campbell presented a resolution setting 
forth that the Constitution provides for the 
election of 50 Senators; that at the same 
time when Col. Robertson was voted for as 
Lieutenant-Governor I. B. McDonald was 
voted for as Senator from Allen and Whitley 
Counties and that Eli Brown, at the same time, 
was a hold-over Senator from that county; 
therefore, the Constitution had been violate 
and there are really 51 State Senators. 
Senator Brown is the Postmaster at 
Columbia City, having been appointed to that 
office, and having served as such officer nearly 
two years. He has never presented his resigna- 
tion as Senator, and is reported to be a claimant 
for the office. Tne resolutions were referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

In the afternoon the vote for Senator was 
taken, ie receiving 32 votes and Harrison 
18. The Turpie vote included that of Branne- 
man, who was yesterday admitted to McDon- 
nld’s seat without the slightest pretext of law. 
In the House ie received 43 votes, 





Harrison 53, and Jason H. Allen 4 votes, 
the latter being Cates, Mackey, and Glover, Re- 
blican ts of Labor, and Robinson, 


a Democratic Greenbacker. The Democratic 
Knights of Labor all voted for Turpie, despite 
the statements to the contrary. The action of 
the three Republicans was not unexpected, 
although it was hoped that Glover would vote 
for Harrison. 

The great question now is, whether there will 
be one or two conventions and whether Robert- 
son or Smith will try to preside. It is said that 
the Sheriff, who is a Democrat, has put an officer 
te watch Robertson, with instructions to ar- 
rest him at once should he attempt to 
disobey the order of Judge Ayres, while the 
Republicans, will certainly not tolerate Smith. 
If the Democrats conclude to come over tothe 
House, the Republicans will object to the 
vote of Branneman, and the Democrats may to 
the vote of Dickerson, the contestant of Meagher. 
There will thus be a conflict, the outcome of 
which cannot be conjectured. On the other 
hand, should there be two conventions, the ques- 
tion will be which one will have 76 members 
who will pass the scrutiny of the United States 
Senate as legal members of the General Assem- 


bly. 

The tactics of the Democrats on the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor’s case werc further reviewed to- 
flay. Chief-Justice Elliott summoned the mem- 
bers of the court to assemble, and they were 
here ready to hear argument this morning, but 
the Democratic clerk of the County Clerk 
delayed the transcript, though Robertson’s 
attorney offered ample clerical help to complete 
it, so that itcauld not be filed until late this 
afternoon. Judge Howk, one of the members, 
announced that he would not attempt to 
hear the case, and he left for home on the 
evening train, when the Chief-Justice declined 
to go ahead with the hearing. The olpject of the 
Democrats had been accomplished. They had 
secured the color of a judicial decision-to their 
attempted steal of the oftice, and they were not 
anxious to have it go to the Supreme Court. The 
decision of the lower court wouid last them over 
the joint convention, which was all they sought 
to secure. 

Midnight.—There is still talk of but one joint 
convention to-morrow, but the Democrats will 


not go into the House unless they re- 
ceive assurance that Col. Robertson will 
not attempt to preside and what his 


course will be is not known. On'the other hand, 
the Republicans will not consent to Green 
Smith’spresiding. A conference is to be held at8 
o’clock to-morrow morning to see if some agree- 
ment can be reached. It is reported that if Col. 
Robertson attempts to enter the hall of the 
House to-morrow morning he will be arrested, 
but this can hardly be. Judge Ayres is here in 
consultation with the Democrats to-night. The 
best opinion is that all efforts at adjustment will 
fail, and unless the Democrats come to the 
House without conditions there will be two 
joint conventions.

WORKINGMEN’S ASSEMBLY.

ADDRESSES BY THE PRESIDENT AND 
OTHER DELEGATES. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The twenty-first 
annua! session of the Workingmen’s Assembly 
of New-York met at the City dall here at 11 
o’clock this morning. President Samue] Gomp- 
ere, on taking the chair, said he was gratified to 
be able to report that more laws beneficial in 
their character to laber were enacted at the last 
session of the Legislature than in any previous 
year. “ We should,” said the speaker, ‘‘ formu- 
late our wants and keep a close scrutiny on the 
conduct of legislators, so that we may remem- 


ber them when they appeal at election time on 
the strength of their labor record, The law must 
be amended so as to prohibit the employ- 
ment of children under 14 years of age. 
This convention demands that the Legislature 
shall make the hours of labor of railway 
employes 10 consecutive hours only per day. 
The Legislature should abolish the Convict 
Labor Commission and settle upon a just and 
equitable system. The State Board of Arbitra- 
tion should have original authority, not merely 
appellate, but general, clear, and comprehensive. 
A mechanics’ lienlawis demanded. The assem- 
bly should voice its desires to secure a fair rep- 
resentation of the labor interests in the Consti- 
tutional Convention. This year has witnessed 
Judges constructing a conspiracy law to send 
men to State prison as common felons for no 
other reason than that they refused to patron- 
ize and induced thelr fellow-workmen to with- 
hold their patronage from avowed enemies to 
organized labor.”’ 

After the President’s address Brother Junio 
was called on and made a brief speech. Mr. 
Blair, being attacked by certain members, said: 
“The holy work in which we are all engaged ia 
lifting aur toiling millions to a higher and better 
state. As a memberof the State Prison Com- 
mission I say that we found the contract 
system so infamous that all longed for its 
total abolition. All the commission agree 
that convicts should be somehow employed. 
The most difficult problem is how to employ 
them.” Other speeches were made, one of which 
was by amember who spoke earnestly for the 
right of men who had risen from the rank of 
wage earners to that of wage-payers to remain 
in the organization. The report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials, admitting over 200 delegates 
and leaving out 30, gave rise to a heated debate 
oe in by a large number of persons.

MAYOR DALY’S EFFORT TO WITHHOLD 


A LICENSE. 

Rauway, N. J., Jan, 18.—The committee 
appointed to investigate the charges preferred 
by Mayor Daly against the saloon of Michael 
Whalen met last night in the Council chamber. 
There was a large crowd of interested persons 
present. The committee consisted of Council- 
man McManus, Belmer, Houseman, and Carman. 
Three anti-Daly Democrats and one Republican. 
When the Mayor appeared he found Whalen 
present with counsel in the person of G. R. 


Lindsay. He at once took exception to the 
presence of a lawyer before the committee, but 
afterward withdrew his objéstions and sent for 
ex-Senator B. A. Vail to represent him. The 
Mayor was then sworn and testified that he had 
witnessed personally the disorderly scenes de- 
scribed in his charges, and as to selling to mi- 
nors, Whalen, since he sent in the charges, had 
admitted to him that he sold beer on Sundays to 
minors, but said it was for the use of their 

arents. Mr. Lindsay, for the defense, then 
began to cross-examine the Mayor, and the result 
was only to make the Mayor’s charges more 
emphatic. 

Finally, he asked: ‘‘ Why, Mr. Mayor, if you 
were aware of these violations of the liquor 
laws of the city, occurring as you say they have 
durivg your official term, have you not done 
your duty and enforced the law or made com- 
plaint before the Police Justice and had Whalen 
arrested?” 

Despite the lawyer’s objections the Mayor an- 
swered the question in his own way: “‘Supposing 
I had done so, you know and this committee 
knows that I would have had my trouble for my 

ains; that no jury could be found to convict a 
iquor seller; in a word, because I could not get 
justice. I have waited until his license expired, 
and am here now to oe by my own and the 
testimony of others that the place is disorderly 
and the laws violated by him, and that therefore 
he is not worthy of a new license.” 

This was greeted with applause. Then fol- 
lowed four witnesses, who testified to having 
bought beer and rumin the saloon on Sunday. 
John R. Morse, a prominent member of the Law 
and Order League, testified to having seen a 
man, whom he ramed, enter Whalen’s saloon 
one Sunday last Summer about 2 P. M. sober, 
and three hours later saw him come out so drunk 
he could not walk. The hearing continued until 
nearly midnight, when it was adjourned to to- 
morrow night.

THE SENATORIAL CONTEST PROMISING TO 
BE LONG. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 18.—The Senato- 
rial problem is no nearer solution, although 22 
ballots have been taken by the Democratic 
caucus and one by the Senate and the House in 
separate session. It is hardly probable that a 
nomination will be made soon,if at all, as there 
are indications of coming trouble that may 
break up the caucus. There has been 
more or less discontent manifested since 
the balloting began, and it appears to 


be growing. Those who went in the caucus 
against their best judgment are getting restive, 
and show a disposition to resent the attempts of 
the extremists to question their Democracy. 
One or two gave vent to their feelings last night, 
and similar exhibitions of displeasure may be 
looked for when the efforts are renewed.

The supporters of Messrs. Bate, Marks, and 
House have evidently determined to hold out as 
long as there is the slightest chance for their re- 
ener favorites, and while the votes given 
these candidates have fluctuated somewhat 
there has been no decided change in the strength 
of any one of the three. Sneed retains the solid 
support ot the Shelby County delegation and a 
few other admirers, and while it has been gen- 
erally supposed that his name would be with- 
drawn at the proper time there has as yet been 
no indication of such an ending of his candidacy. 
Rose apparently has no strength outside of the 
members from his own county. 

There is considerable speculation concerning 
dark horses. It is rumored that the names of 
the Hon. James D. Porter, ex-Gov. John C. 
Brown, Col. E. W. Cole, Gov. Taylor, Col. A. 8. 
Colyar, Congreasman James D. Richardson, Col. 
R. F. Looney, Judge Peter Turney, and the Hon. 
John H. Savage will be presented for con- 
sideration. Mr. E. B. Stahlman, Third Vice- 
President of the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road, has been alluded to in the same connec- 
tion.

Beaver’s inaugural address, though long, 
is interesting. Ho takes strong ground in favor 
of the redemption of the pledges of the party, 
expresses decided views in favor of the rights of 
labor, and if he shall succeed if carrying out 
the policy outlined for his administration he will 
win universal commendation. He has chosen 
the following advisers and assistants:

A TEN-YEAR OLD BOY TORTURED NEAR- 
LY TO DEATH. 


Pexin, Dll, Jan. 18.—The meagre par- 
ticulars of a shocking case of cruelty to 
a boy about 10 years of age were reported from 
Tremont, Dl, to-day. A year ago a family 
named Fanche, consisting of the father, 
mother, a boy about 10 years old, and an infant, 
came to Tremont from Switzerland. But little 
of their habits and mode ofliving were learned by 
outsiders. On Sunday the boy came to the house 
of Pastor Philip Wauger, in a terrible condition, 


and related how his parents had tried to kill him. 
According to the boy’s story, for the most trivial 
offenses he would be pinioned down, with his 
hands tied to his feet, and his mouth gaeced and 
a gunny sack pulled over his body. 8 would 
be tied securely to the floor in an out- 
house, and water poured over him and allowed 
to freeze. Parts of his body, which are lashed 
into strips with repeated beatings, and badly 
frozen, will have to be amputated. His toes on 
both feet are so badly frozen that the attending 
physician says they will drop off. 

On one occasion he was directed to empty apan 
of ashes in a barrel standing near the house, and 
some live coals set the barrel on fire. This was 
taken by his brutal parents as an evidence thatthe 
lad was attempting to burn them out, and he 
says he was dragged to the red-hot stove and 
his hands were held on it until the members 
were fried to a crisp. The authorities have 
taken steps to arrest Fanche, but a lynching 
may save the trouble.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


SUING THE DIRECTORS. 
ALLEGATIONS OF FRAUD IN THE ISSU- 
ANCE OF STOCK. 

DetrRoIT, Mich., Jan. 18.—Suit has just 
been begun in the United States Circuit Court in 
this city against the Directors and Trustees of 
the Flint and Pére Marquette Railroad Company 
in behalf of John W. Mackintosh, Francis V. 
Parker, Gedney K. Richardson, and Henry W. 
Dodd, of Boston; Edward H. Ashcroft, Eben Par- 


sons, and E. Fenwick Stone, of towns about Bos- 
ton; John Farwell, of Claremont, N. H., and 
William Bailey, of Nashua, N. H. 

It is alleged that the company became insolv- 
ent in 1879 and 1880, when the road was 
ordered to be sold on a foreclosure of mortgage. 
At that time the stock of the road amounted to 
$3,500,000. A committee was appointed by 
general comsent to purchase the property and 
reorganize the company. The “ reorganization 
scheme,” as set forth at the time, was carried 
into effect. In August, 1880, the new road wasin- 
corporated, but the plans of the “ reorganization 
scheme” were set aside so far as the issuance 
of common stock was concerned. The capital 
stock was made $10,000,000, of which the pre- 
ferred was $6,500,000 and the common stock 
$3,500,000. It is claimed that the reorganiza- 
tion was wholly illegal under the laws of Michi- 
gan as to the division of preferred and common 
stook, the issue of preferred stock, and the non- 
issue of common stock. 

The complainants allege that they are holders 
of common stock, and although entitled to all 
the privileges of such they have been denied 
them. They have not been allowed to see the 
accounts, which, it is charged, have been kept 
wholly in the interests of the preferred stock- 
holders. It is also shown that 90,000 acres of 
land are owned by the company, valued at 
$900,000. Bills receivable from the sale of 
lands in December, 1885, amounted to $334,774, 
and the cash on hand to $764,556. Dividends 
on preferred stock have ranged from 4 to 7 per 
cent., while it is claimed that 7 per cent. might 
have been declared annually, when it would 
have been the duty to issue common stock the 
first of last year, which has not been done. It 
is asked that the holders of the preferred stock 
be enjoined from voting thereon or from paying 
dividends, and that the books of the company be 
ordered produced for examination. 


READING AND PENNSYLVANIA. 
HARMONY RESTORED AND CONCESSIONS 
ON EITHER SIDE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The relations 
to one another of the Reading, Pennsylvania, 
and Baltimore and Ohio Railroads are becoming 
clearer and better defined, and the complica- 
tions and difficulties among these corporations 


are hastening to a peaceful and speedy solution. 
The conferences that have lately been held by 
representatives of the three companies have, 
it is said, resulted in an agreement by Reading 
to open the coal districts freely to the Pennsyl- 
vania and to abstain from any measure detri- 
mental to the latter road in these regions. All 
producers will be permitted to ship their coal as 
they choose. This concession of Reading will 
give the Pennsylvania an annual coal traffic 
bid its new Schuylkill Valley Road of 1,000,000 
ons. 

Tn return for the privileges thus conferred the 
Pennsylvania has agreed to maintain rates in 
the Schuylkill Valley and also to withdraw the 
strenuous opposition that it has heretofore 
raised against the Baltimore and Ohio going to 
New-¥ork over the Bound Brook and Jersey 
Central lines. Further, in pursuance of this ar- 
rangement, the Pennsylvania has abandoned 
the policy of acquisition of coal lands and 
stopped purchases partly made.

AGAINST ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—In the Appellate Court 
to-day Judge Hawes rendered an opinion ad- 
verse to the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany in the suit of that company 


against the Baltimore and Ohio to recover 
possession of the land north of Randolph-street 
and east of the Illinois Central passenger station 
occupied for freight houses by the Baltimore and 
Ohio.

PROMISES OF ACTION 

ONLY IN PART. 

MORE NEW MEN AT WORK UNDER GUARD 

OF ARMED PINKERTON AGENTS AND 
MUCH COAL IN MOTION. 

For the second time the day on which the 
gtrike of the coal handlers was to be utterly 
crushed by the concerted and vigorous action 
en the part of the railway companies has 
sjpassed and the strike still goes on. Yes- 
terday, accerding to statements made by 
oiicers of the companies, was to see 
full forces of men, new or old, as the strikers 
might determine, at work on all the docks, all 
fears of a coal famine were to be swept away, 
and the rebellious employes were to be reduced 
to submission or despair. As a matter of fact, 
mothing of the kind took place. The strik- 
ers still held out for their original demands, and 
professed, instead of despair, much elation at 
the failure of the companies to carry out their 
programme. 

But though the strike was not broken, it was 
materially weakened, and though the strikers 
professed elation they could not deny that much 
more coal was crossing the river than cn pre- 
vious days. The real policy of the railway com- 
‘panies seems to be to claim the power and inten- 
tion of ending the trouble by one blow, thus 
keeping the inconvenienced public quiet, and 
Instead to gradually fill the places of the dissat- 
isfled men with others and to keep the latter at 
work under protection until the strike is gradu- 


ally worn out and the new men have acquired 
sufficient facility in their duties to make further 
negotiation with the strikers unnecessary. 

Armed men had charge yesterday of the coal 
yards of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad at the foot of Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
and Seventeenth streets, Jersey City. They, 
with 18 policemen from the regular Jersey City 

orce, Were under command of Police Inspector 

The yards were closed against the strik- 
ers, and admission was given to no one except 
pn pass.. It was understood that even the strik- 
ers, if they wanted to communicate with the 
railroad of..cials, would have to do it through 
the Police Inspector. The armed specials were 
the Pinkerton men whom City Clerk Scott 
swore in as policemen on Monday evening. 
They are on guard over about 200 
ge hands brought from the Scrantop region. 

hese mén are mostly Italians and Bohemians. 
They worked allday in loading and unloading 
coal. The strikers made several attempts to getin 
tothem but were driven away. When the strikers 
saw that the company had assumed a deter- 
knined attitude they wXited upon the brakemen 
engaged in shifting coal cars and transporting 
eoal. The strikers say that they will extend the 
strike along all the lines of transportation if 
their demands are not granted, and to the mines 
themselves if that be necessary. The brakemen 
were driven away by the strikers, put returned 
when the atrikers were themselves driven away. 

At Weehawken the condition of affairs was 
practically unchanged. The usual force of men 
Was at work there, and no molestation was 
offered them. The strikers were expected to’ go 
to New-York during the day to receive their pay, 
but they refused to cross the river, and demanded 
that their dues be handed to themat the com- 

y's office in Weehawken. The paymaster 
Went to Weehawken and settled. 

All day long yesterday lines of coal carts were 
moving from the Pennsylvania coal yards to the 
sugar house of Matthiessen & Weichers and to 
the Thompson Steel Works. Twoor three police- 
Men guarded each line of carts. Chief of Police 
Murphy was in charge of all the police arrange- 
ments. He had the various coal centres in the 
city connected with Police Headquarters by a 
special wire, and spent the whole day in his 
office. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Com- 
pany and the Jersey Central are resuming busi- 
ness at the coal docks inearnest. Yesterday the 
former company began. The other will follow 
this morning, each with about one-third of the 
regular foree. The officers of these companies say 
that they did not believe in starting until they 
‘were prepared to go on against any opposition. 
To this end they have employed the Pinkerton 
agency tofurnish guards. The force thus se 
eured saw service in the Molly Maguire troubles, 
at the Armour packing house strike, and on 
many occasions when coolness, pluck, and the 
use of firearms were required. A favorite route 
for workmen from the Pavonia-avenue part of 
Hoboken over to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad Ferry is through the com- 
pany’s coal docks along the river. Yesterday 
they could not gothat way,for the place was 
guarded at every turn by Jersey City Policemen, 
special policemen, and a detachment of 125 uni- 
formed Pinkerton men. These men were, for 
the time being, domiciled in several Delaware 
and Lackawahbna cars drawn up on a track at 
the southern boundary of the yard. They are 
big, strapping, courageous looking’men, and look 
very formidable, with their cartridge belts and 
heavy revolvers strapped around their waists. 
They, as wellas the others, are there to protect 
the coal companies’ interests in case of need. 

The utmost quiet prevailed all along the line 
between these two ferries yesterday. The 250 
men amployed in loading coal upon the barges 
worked hard ail through the bitter cold day, and 
the strikers made no move to interfere with 
them During the afternoon the rumor gained 
currency in this city that a riot had occurred or 
Was occurring at this spot, and the manipulator 
of the telephone at the Newark-street police sta- 
tion was made tired by the persistency of the 
inquiries as to its progress. The Stock Exchange 
was by no means the least persistent inquirer. 
The Jersey Central Company has given fuil 
warping to the strikers not to interfere, the no- 
tices reciting that the company acts under direc- 
tions of the court, and that any demonstration of 
Violence or disorder will be treated as an oifense 
— the United States. 

ork having really been begun at the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre, the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, and at the Scranton docks. several 
of the other companies fell in line and posted 
notices of an intention to resume work this 
morning. At Perth Amboy the Lehigh Valley 
Company put up their notices all over the vil- 
lage, as Well as at the coal dock. These notices 
ask the old hands toreturn. There is little ex- 
pectation that the old hands will doso, The 
company want to disarm them, however, in 
every way possible in order to restrain sympa- 
thetic action among the trainmen and miners. 
To-morrow, if not to-day, they say, an attempt 
will be made to have work go on at the docks of 
all the companies. 

The attempt of the companies to move coal 
did not extend to any of the docks below Jersey 
City. The Bergen Point and Elizabethport 
strikers were early at their meeting places, and 
feverish excitement prevailed among them as 7 
oclock—the hour for beginning work—was 
reached, and the various gatherings watched 
for the return of the scouts who had been sent 
out to bring word when the hated Italians ar- 
rived and began work. But no such message 
Was brought, and as the day wore by and 
no evidence whatever appeared of an attempt to 
move coal from these docks, the strikers became 
elated over what they considered another vic- 
tory. The parties in charge of the offices at 
these docks stated that they had no idea whether 
or not an attempt would be made to operate to- 
taorrow. They were all very anxious to learn 
what had been done at the Jersey City and Ho- 
boken docks during the day, and said that the 
success or failure of the efforts madethere would 
probably determine the course of events along 
the Jersey Centra} line. 

The officers of the coal companies nave been a 
good deal disturbed by the intimations that they 
were apparently not anxious to end the strike. 
At nearly every office yesterday special care was 
taken to disclaim such a purpose. All said that 
no time had been wasted since the strike began, 
and that the effort and desire of the managers 
‘was to unload and deliver coal with the greatest 
age dispatch. ‘There were other things to 

e@ considered, it was pleaded, besides that of 
handling coal at the coast. If that had been the 
only thing in the way the strike need not have 
interrupted deliveries longer than a day. But 

behind the coal handlers at the docks stand the 
railroad men, and behind them the miners. It 
would be of no use to man the New-Jersey docks 
and leave the rear lines unguarded. That was 
a0 forward as the reason for this seeming de-

Tne Brooklyn Retail Coal Dealers’ Exchange 
decided yesterday to fix the price of coal at 
&5 50a ton in the yard and at $6 a ton deliv- 
tred. A committee which investigated the sys- 
tem under which the Long Island Railroad is 
supplying the city with coal reported thatit was 
& Very poor one, Under which the company could 
not furnish more than 400 tons a day at an 
average price of $6 G7aton. In view of this 
fact they thought $6 would be a fair price for 
them to charge. 

An official of the ey 
yesterday thathe would have to charge more 
than $5 50 for the coal. He saw no reason to 
suppose that the company could not have 2,000 
tons on hand every morning. At present only 
900 tons have been put down at the Flatbush- 
avenue station. Long lines of carts were being 
loaded from the coal cars yesterday, but the ab- 
sence of any weighing machines caused consid- 
able delay, and only a comparatively small 
quantity of the article was sold.

PROF. YOUMANS DEAD. 


THE WORK OF AMERICA’S LEADING 
POPULARIZER OF SCIENCE. 

Prof. E. L. Youmans, the well known 
scientific writer, died yesterday morning at his 
home, No. 247 Fifth-avenue, of catarrhai fibroid 
consumption. He was taken sick with pnen- 
monia two years ago and the severe attack left 
his lungs permanently affected. About a year 
ago his friends noticed that he was failing fast, 
and for the jast six months he has been confined 
to the house. Prof. Youmans might reasonably 
have expected a longer life, as his parents are 
both still living at Mount Vernon, though about 
90 years old. 

Edward Livingston Youmans was born at 
Coeymans, N. Y., on June 3,1821. sis parents 
removed, when he was still a child, to Saratoga. 
At the age of 13 he was attacked by ophthalmia, 
and for some years was totally blind. His sight 
was permanently injured, and he often found 
himself unable to read. He displayed early that 
love for chemistry and physics which gave color 
to his whole life. His sister, Anne Eliza 


Youmans, devoted herself to his assistance, 
and read and experimented for him, while 
he wrote with a machine’ which he 
himself invented. Prof. Youmans. was for 
forty years identified with énterprises of the 
Appletons, the well known publishers. Forty 
years ago he was led into their store by his sister 
and expressed a desire to make an arrangement 
for obtaining scientific books with which to pur- 
sue his studies. He had a conversation with W. 
H. Appleton, who became much interested in 
him, Theresult was the publication through 
the Appietons, in 1852, of his. well known 
“Class Book of Chemistry,” which had a great 
circulation, and was translated into Spanish in 
1866. He rewrote the work in 1875 on the basis 
of recent chemical knowiedge. He issued in 
1851 a chemical chart. In 1853 appeared ‘ Al- 
cohol and the Constitution of Man,” and in 1855 
the ‘Chemical Atlas,” with text. 

In 1857 he published the “* Handbook of House- 
hold Science,” and in 1864 the “ Correlation and 
Conservation of Forces,” a compilation with an 
introduction. In 1866 he accepted the chair of 
chemistry in Antioch College, and in 1867 he 

ublished the ‘Culture Demanded by Modern 

ife,” a compilation with an introduction, and 
containing an original lecture onthe ‘Scientific 
Story of Human Nature.” Prof. Youmans pur- 
sued a course of medical study and received the 
degree of M. D. from the University of Vermont. 
He never, however, practiced as a physician. 
He lectured extensively on scientific subjects, 
and was the first man to make popular the doc- 
trines of conservation of energy and correlation 
of forces. This he accomplished in his lectures 
on the “Chemistry of the Sunbeam” and the 
“ Dynamics of Life,” . 

In 1871 he planned the International Scien- 
tific Series, arranging for the publication of the 
works in New-York, London, Paris, and Leipsic, 
the arrangement being subsequently extended 
to St. Petersburg and Milan. The project was 
based on the idea of payment to authors from 
the salesin all countries. Ae to the present 
time 57 volumes of the series have been issued. 
In 1872 he established the Popular Science 
Monthly, of which he was the editor, and his 
brother, William J. Youmans, assistant editor. 

Dr. Youmans was the intimate friend of Her- 
bert Spencer and of Profs. Huxley and Tyndall. 
More to him than to any other man is the eon 
larity of their works in this country due. In- 
deed, Mr. Spencer’s books were more widely read 
here than in England at first. He introdtced Mr. 
Spencer to the American public when the author 
of ‘* Social Statics” first came here to lecture. 
Prof. Youmans was the adviser of the Appletons 
in all their scientific publications, and in every 
way showed himself a most earnest worker for 
the advancement of science. His wife survives 
him.

He 
even hinted strongly that Sayles was idling his 
time away at the capitals of Europe, or perhaps 
at Monaco. It did not make much difference 
where Sayles was, whether in Canada or in Eu- 
rope, he was not coming back to ‘“ squeal” 
against any one. It was foolishness, Mr. Hess be- 
lieved, to think that Henry L. Sayles would pay 
$25,000 in hard cash for freedom, and then 
throw it all away by coming back tobe an in- 
former. .

Ex-Alderman Arthur J. McQuade arose 
yesterday morning at 6:45 o’clock in Sing Sing 
Prison and donned his striped suit in time to 
step out of the cramped quarters when the com- 
mand was given to “ fallin” with nis company.

He sat uneasily on 
his three-legged stool and did not seem to relish 
eating off atin plate and drinking from a tin 
mug, but as the others all fell to and ate with an 
as gener relish he made a desperate attempt 
and tinally succeeded in emptying his dishes. 
He found the bread good and ate a second piece. 
The convicts are allowed all the bread they can 


eat. . 

After breakfast he was marched with his com- 
pany to the laundry, ayd began his first day’s 
work for the State. His work is turning shirts 
outside in—the same that Jaehne did for a short 
time before he was transferred to the tobacco 
room. McQuade worked industriously all day 
and did the stipulated day’s work. rincipal 
Keeper Connaughton thinks he intends to do the 
best he can, and will give him only a fair day’s 
work, which any man in the prison can easily do 
and get through before locking-up time arrives, 
at 4:30 o’clock.

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TOO OLD TO BE DISTURBED 


A DIVORCE GRANTED TWENTY 
YEARS AGO JO STAND. 
CAROLINE GESCHWIND’S ATTEMPT TO 

REOPEN HASTY LEGAL PROCEED- 
INGS DENIED BY JUDGE BOOKSTAVER. 
About 20 years ago, when John Gesch- 
wind was 2 jolly Hoboken volunteer fire laddie, 
he fell in love with a Union Hill belle, Caroline 
Dobbs. His love was ardent, but soon burned 
out. It was, in fact, almost extinct, when, in 
January, 1867, his mother induced him 
to marry Caroline. They lived together 
only about a month, and in the mean- 
time had many quarrels. On the eve of 
Washington's Birthday, in 1867, the fire 
company to which Geschwind belonged gave a 
ball. He went toit alone. His enjoyment was 
short-lived, for his wife soon popped into the 
ballroom and punctured his back with a pistol 
ball. He and Caroline never lived together 
afterward. In the following September he 
brought a suit in the Court of Common Pleas in 
this city for an absolute divorce. Twenty days 


later the case was tried before a Referee. The 
trial occurred, the Referee made his report, and 
Judge Cardozo granted a decree, all in one day. 
Caroline did not appear at the trial. 

Seventeen years after the decree was entered 
against her, and when John Geschwind had be- 
come a prosperous Hobokenite, Caroline Gesch- 
wind began an action in New-Jersey for an ab- 
solute divorce from him. To this action he pre- 
sented the Common Pleas decree as abar. For the 
patnese.et evading the effect of the decree, Caro- 

ine recently moved, before Judge Bookstaver, 
for the reopening of the suit and for leave to de- 
fend it. Her reasons for ae this relief were 
that she never received noticé of the suit, and 
that it was fraudulent in character, John 
Geschwind not having been a resident of 
New-York. She told a pitiful tale of how her 
husband became cold toward her and ardent in 
his attentions to Miss Eva Graff immediately 
after their marriage, and of how she had pawned 
her wedding gown to procure money to buy a 
oistol with which to avenge herself in case she 
ound that Geschwind was making himself at- 
tentive to Eva Graff at the ball to which he had 
refused to take her. She went to the ball and 
used the revolver. Then she fled and never aft- 
erward went to her husband. Her first knowl- 
edge of the fact that he had married again, she 
said, was derived from his mother about two 
years ago. 

Old Mrs, Caroline Geschwind intended to cor- 
roborate young Mrs. Caroline Geschwind’s story, 
but there were some variations from it as totima 
and circumstances in her affidavit. She showed 
bitter animosity toward her son, declared that 
he was born out of wedlock, and said that he de- 
served death, and if she were not so near the end 
of her days she would kill him herself. 

To all this Geschwind answered that he did 
not take his wife to the firemen’s ball because 
they had agreed that as a concert was to take 
place on the night following the ball, and as 
they were poor and could not attend both enter- 
tainments, she should go only to the concert. 
He was very much surprised by the pis- 
tol ball incident, although he and Caroline 
had frequently quarreled, because he had 
suspected her to be unfaithful. After she had 
shot him and fled he discovered proof of her in- 
fidelity, and brought bis ‘suit here, where he had 
me ems aresidence. He explained his mother’s 
animosity to him by saying that he and she had 
been at law about property and he had won. 
His affidavit was supported by affidavits made 
by his present wife—the former Eva Graff, to 
whom he was married in October, 1867—and 
several other persons. 

Judge Bookstaver decided yesterday not to 
open the suit and let the defendant present her 
case for the impeachment of the decree. The 
matters presented to him by the defendant, he 
said, raised such doubts concerning the good 
faith of the divorce proceedings that, if they had 
occurred recently, he would not have hesitated 
to grant the motion. But, in view of the 
time at which the proceedings occurred and 
of the deaths of the lawyer employed by 
Geschwind, the Referee, and the Judge, 
he felt bound to examine all the disputed facts 
in detail. After making this exhaustive exam- 
ination he arrived at the conclusion that Caro- 
line Geschwind must have known long ago most 
of the matters she had presented to him as rea- 
sons for action by him in her behalf; that she 
had not been frank with the court; that her 
story convinced him that she had shot Gesch- 
wind because he had rebuked her infidelity, 
and not because he had aroused her jealousy 
by his attentions to Eva Graff, and that she had 
heen guilty of inexcusable laches. As to old 
Mrs. Geschwind, Judge Bookstaver decided that 
she was moved by malice, and that even if her 
story was accepted as true, it would overthrow 
her daughter-in-law’s. The decree of divorce, 
he was convinced, must stand, for the reason 
that the court that granted it was the proper 
arbiter of the question as to Geschwind’s resi- 
dence here on the evidence presented to it. 

“ Defendant’s counsel,’ said Judge Bookstaver, 
“strongly urged upon me that, if I denied this 
motion, I would effectually stamp the defendant 
as an adulteressand her son as a bastard. Courts 
are not responsible for the consequence to the 
parties of an honest application of the law to the 
tacts in a case, and, in the long run, it will be 
found that a faithful interpretation of the law 
regardless of its effect on the individual will 
not only tend to the stability and cer- 
tainty of the law itself, but to the 
greatest happiness of the community. But 
if such considerations should have any influence 
in this case, it seems to me that the hardship of 
granting this motion would be greater than de- 
nying it, for to grant it would brand an inno- 
cent woman an adulteress and an innocent girl a 
bastard, would break up an apparently happy 
home, and woulda not restore the plaintiff to the 
love and affection of the defendant, with whom 
she never lived but for one month, and that not 
happily.”

IGNORING THE KNIGHTS. 

A committee from District Assembly No. 
49, Knights of Labor, waited upon P. Lorillard 
& Co., at the factory in Jersey City yesterday to 
make known the grievances that led to the strike 
at that establishment. The Messrs. Lorillard 


said thatif their people had any grievances to 
present they were the proper persons to present 
them, and refused to treat with the assembly 
committee. It is said that District Assembly 
No. 49 receives a dollar per capita for each 
settlement it makes. The 3,500 hands in the 
factory have so far sent no committee to wait 
on the firm, and now it is stated that they will 
rolong the strike until the authority of the 
‘nights of Labor Committee to interferein the 
matter has been recognized. To-day the hands 
will assemble at the factory to receive the bal- 
ance of pay due them up to the time of the strike.

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THE MEN OF ’49. 
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CALIFORNIA PIONEERS DINE AND LISTEN 
TO STORIES OF THE OLDEN TIME. 

Sixty-five gentlemen sat around the table 
in Martinelli’s banquet hall last night and ate 
the twelfth annual dinner of the Associated 
Pioneers of the Territorial Days of California, 
yesterday being the thirty-ninth anniversary of 
the discovery of gold at Gen. Sutters saw mill, 
near where Sacramento now stands. The gueSts 
were all men who in their lives had seen 
hard times, and who had “rustled” in the 
early California days, when “rustling” 


was a quality eminently essential to suc 
cess. The Hon. Demas Strong, President 
of the Association sat at the head of the table, 
and on either side of him were Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man, Gen. Schofield, ex-Gov. McCormick, of 
Arizona, Charles Crocker, C. P, Huntington's 
partner, and the Rev. D. Maynard, 

The dinner was one of Martinelli’s best and the 
‘men of 49” showed their allegiance to Cali- 
fornia by drinking her wines instead of imported 
liquids. A feature of the evening was the re- 
ceipt of a box of hyacinths and violets sent by 
the widow of Col. Edward C. Kemble, the first 
editor on the Pacific slope, and whose son was 
present at the dinner. rs. Kemble hoped that 
each gentleman present would wear one of the 
flowers, and her wish was carried out. 

The dinner began at 6:30 o’clock, and after the 
coffee had been disposed of, at about 9, speeches 
were in order. President Strong made a short 
address and, amid tumultuous enthusiasm, 
called upon Gen. Sherman for a speech, suggest- 
ing that the General talk of his own experiences 
in early California. 

Gen, Sherman was in his happiest mood. He 
began by telling of the soldier of the ante-State 
period, when he was stilla young Lieutenant, 
and then described the rigorous methods 
adopted to reserve neatness among the 
men. He welt particularly upon that 
part of the general orders which pre- 
scribed ‘short, commonly called ‘cropped’ 
hair” and closely shaven chin—the face to be 
clean from the lower end of the ear on a straight 
lineto the corner of the month. During the 
Mexican war, he said, it was often hard to obey 
this order from lack of shaving utensils or want 
of time in which to use them, but immediately 
at its close the order went into vigorous effect 
again. ‘Thus,” said the General, “it would ap- 
pear that the Mexican war was fought for the 
express purpose of preventing soldiers from 
wearing long hair or hairon their faces.” Gen. 
Sherman then described various specimen Cali- 
fornians of the gold-fever kind, and kept his 
hearers laughing for a long time.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY FOR 
THE SUPPRESSION OF VICE. 

The thirteenth annual meeting of the 
New-York Society for the Suppression of Vice 
took place last evening at Association Hall, 
Fourth-avenue and Twenty-third-street. An- 
thony Comstock, the Secretary, read a report of 
the doings of the year, in the course of which he 
declared that he and his assistants had no cause 
to complain in regard to the police of this city;

between the police and his agents. 

In Kings County, he said, the case was some- 
what different. There, although evidence had 
been procured and placed in the hands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway, that officer could not 
be induced to prosecute the gamblers and pool- 
sellers. ‘Sept. 9, 1886,” tne report states, *‘ we 

referred charges to Goy. Hill against Mr. 

dgway. Just before the election our Secretary 
had an interview with the Governor, and the 
latter demurred to taking up the charges before 
election,but he was kind enough to say that he had 
read our charges and proofs, and, if proved, there 
was enough to remove two District Attorneys; 
and that he would take up the charges immedi- 
ately after election. Nothing, however, has been 
done either before or since election.” After the 
report had been read and a statement of the 
society’s finances anda request for funds had 
been made by the Treasurer, the President, Sam- 
uel Colgate, introduced Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, 
who addressed the meeting, indorsing earnestly 
the appeal for funds made by the Treasurer, ana 
show g the scope and value of the society’s 
work. Judge Noah Davis made a speech which 
was mainly a eulogy upon the courage and abil- 
ity of Anthony Comstock, and which was warm- 
ly applauded throughout. The officers of the 
past year were re-elected.

SUNDAY LAWS IN NEWARK. 

The Newark Police Board, at its meeting 
Monday evening, instructed Chief of Police 
Tuite to enforce rule No. 70 of the Police De- 
partment Manual, The rule makes it the Chief’s 


duty “ to see that the laws of the State and the 
ordinances of the city are duly enforced through- 
out the city.” Commissioner Starrs said that 
the Chief would be expected, under the order, to 
stop the horse cars and the sale of goods of all 
kinds on Sunday. But he spoke in only a Pick- 
wickian sense. ‘‘What we propose to do,” he 
said yesterday, “is to give the people, not a 
Puritanical Sabbath—that is impossible—but a 
quiet Sabbath. All boisterous noises in saloons 
and all business carried on in an objectionable 
or annoying manner will bestopped. The saloon 
keepers will be expected to close their front 
doors, and no music will be permitted in any of 
them.”

MISSION OF A GHOST. 
New-Brunswick, N. J., Jan. 18.—This 
city has been frightened half out of its wits for 
2 month by the antics of a ghost, which appears 
at intervals in New-street in the dead of night. 


The ghost was apparently the same one that ap- 
peared three years ago and withstood tricks and 
even a few pistol shots. Investigation disclosed 
nothing of the ghost’s mundane identity, be- 
cause most of those who saw it were afraid to 
follow too closely.

JOHN MGRAIH ON TRIAL. 


HOW A. QUARREL ABOUT CITY POLITICS 


ENDED IN A TRAGEDY. 

John McGrath, a young man with a bang 
and a small brown mustache, was put on trial 
before Judge Cowing, in Part I. of the Court of 
General Sessions, yesterday. He was charged 
with killing old John McKeagney during a polit- 
ical quarrel which took place in Martin God- 
frey’s saloon, at Third-avenue and Eighty-ninth- 
street, on the night of Oct. 25,1886. Men from 
the Central Labor Union and many of McGrath’s 
relatives and friends were present at the trial. 

Dr. W. A. Moore, of the Presbyterian Hospital, 
testified that McKeagney was taken to the 


hospital at 11 o’clock on the evening of Oct. 25 
in an unconscious condition. He died next 
morning from the effects of a wound in the back 
of the head. 

John C. Fallon, of No. 1,577 ‘Third-avenue, 
testified that he heard McKeagney fall, saw his 
blood flow out upon the floor, and saw him taken 
away in an ambulance. 

John M. Sheridan, a young man of McGrath's 
own type, testified that he ‘was in Martin God- 
frey’s saloon when the quarrel took place. Me- 
Grath came in about 9:30 o’clock in the evening, 
somewhat under the influence of liquor. Mc- 
Keagney and some friends entered half an hour 
later. McKeagney drank a glass of beer, but 
remained perfectly sober. The men in the saloon 
began a discussion of the merits of the 
three candidates for Mayor. McKeagney 
said he was a Democrat. but that he 
pe Lr Henry George. McGrath seemed 
offended at McKeagney’s views. Then the fit- 
ness of Mayor Grace to hold office was discussed 
and McKeagney said: ° “‘ You people ought to be 
ashamed to let a foreigner come over here and 
hold high office in this city.” McGrath swore 
roundly at him and said: ‘You are a foreigner 

ourself. Why don’t you go back where you be- 
long?” McGrath followed this up with abuse of 
a genera] nature. At length McKeagney said: 
‘*Don’t talk likethat to me.” McGrath called him 
a number of hard names. “If you repeat that,” 
said McKeagney, ‘I'll strike you, old as I am.” 
McGrath laughed derisively and repeated the 
offensive lauguage. McKeagney thereupon 
struck him a slight blow. Quick as a flash 
McGrath struck McKeagney two stunning blows, 
one in the stomach and the other under the chin. 
McKeagney fell like a log, striking his head 
heavily on the iron railin front of the bar. He 
a unconscious until taken away in an ambu- 

ance. 

Upon cross-examination the lawyers on both 
sides tried to muke it appear that Sheridan had 
been intimidated into giving false testimony, 
The prosecution induced him to say that he had 
been a frequent visitor at McGrath’s house; that 
he had talked with McGrath’s friends about the 
case, and that he was friendly toward McGrath. 
Counsel for the defense tried to show that Mc- 
Keagney’s son had threatened to shoot Sheridan 
unles he testified against McGrath. Light was 
thrown on this point somewhat unexpectedly 
when it was shown that young McKeagney had 
warned Sheridan that if he lied on the witness 
stand he would get sent to prison for five years, 
McKeagney said this knowing that Sheridan was 
a@ constant visitor at McGrath’s house. 

McGrath’s counsel moved that he be released 
on his own recognizance, but Judge Cowing 
thought it best to send him to the Tombs. When 
the court room was half cleared of people Sheri- 
dan turned toward the door. His mother and 
sister came up and kissed him. A few minutes 
later a young girl with beautiful brown hair 
went up and kissed him affectionately.

AT WAR WITH THE BREWERS. 
THE RETAIL DEALERS DETERMINE NOT 
TO BUY OF THE POOL. 

Delegates from 40 local associations and 
from the Brooklyn Central Association met yes- 
terday afternoon at No. 52 Union-square, the 
headquarters of the Wine, Liquor, and Beer 
Dealers’ Central Association, to take action on 
the refusal of the Brewers’ Exchange to submit 
to any alteration of their agreement preventing 
adealer trom changing his brewer without se- 
Tious discounts. The temper of the delegates 
was such that the first call made was for a set 
of resolutions to set at defiance the determina- 
tion of the brewers’ 1. In these the Central 
Association pledges itself not to deal with any 
firm or individual belonging to the 1 until the 
objectionable restriction is modified. It was 
further resolved that committees be appointed 
in every local associution to spread the informa- 
tion about the unjust measures, to arrange mass 
meetings, and to make arangements to furnish 
beer by non-pool brewers. 

The resolutions were received with great en- 
thusiasm, Miles W, Gibbons, in seconding them, 
showed the hardships of the trade already, and 
treated with scorn the threat to reduce the price 
of beer to 3 cents. Adolph Nelson waxed elo- 
quent over the chances of success. He stated 
that he had been at the conference with the 
brewers and had met 12 of them. They had 

ven evidence of their distrust of one another 

y their questions. They admitted that the ob- 
Jections of the dealers were fair, and could only 
detend the pool on the ground that they were 
cutting each other’s throats by competition, and 
that this would only be stopped by suppréssing 
the dealers. He added thut the brewers were 
down upon the regular liquor dealers, and were 
trying to get a bill through the Legislature for 
low license groggeries, which should only sell 
beer and light wines. But who, he inquired, 
would keep them from selling spirituous liquors. 

Two delegates stated that two brewers had 
already declared their willingness to withdraw 
from the pool, and these, with seven non-pool 
brewers, made a total of nine brewers whocould 
be patronized. Another delegate explained a 
method by which all the beer wanted could be 
obtained from the West. An enthusiastic mem- 
ber declared that he had already hung out a 
sign, ‘‘No pool beer sold here.” Before a final 
vote was taken the report of the conference with 
the brewers, which was published in Sunday’s 
TIMES, was read. The question was then called 
for. and the resolutions were adopted by a vote 
of 37to2. It was ordered that every local as- 
sociation should hold a meeting to discuss and 
sign the resolutions before Jan. 28, and that a 
— report should be made to the Central 

ssociation on Feb. 1. 

The beer war has practically begun, and it is 
expected that the fight will be long and wear- 
ing. The dealers profess to believe that the 
brewers cannot possibly stand the strain during 
February, always the poorest month of the 
year,and the brewers entertain the same opinions 
about the dealers. If the dealers can effect 
means to obtain large supplies of beer from the 
West the struggle will become highly compli- 


cated.

A QUESTION OF DUTY. 

Two cases involving the rate of duty on 
the albumenized paper on which photographs 
are printed were tried yesterday before Judge 
Shipman, in the United States Circuit Court, the 
first terminating in a defeat, andthe second in a 


victory for the Government. In the first, the 
rag Seed claimed that this paper was subject to 
a low rate of duty asa manufacture of paper, 
and insupport showed thatthe albumenizing 

rocess was a secret one, known to only afew 

rms in Germany other than the paper manu- 
factories, and was very expensive, adding 100 
per cent. or more to the value of the paper. On 
this ground the court directed a verdict for the 
importer. 

In the second case the importers claimed that 
the same paper, under a prior tariff act, should 
be dutiable under the clause ahi es, Soe 3 paper 
suitable for printing paper, basing the 
the fact that the process of making the photo- 
graphs on this paper is called printing. The 
Government, however, called a number of wit- 
nesses in the paper trade, who swore that print- 
ing paper was a distinct class of paper and did 
not Include all paper that can be printed on, and 
did not include the albumenized paper. The jury 
returned a verdict for the Government. The re- 
duction of duty sought by the importers is 10 
3 cent. ad valorem in each case. Stanley 

arke & Smith represented the importers, an 
Assistant District Attorney Macgrane Coxe the 
Government, in both cases.

The cost so far exceeded the 
estimates that nearly the entire fund was used, 
but when the architsct- handed over the building 
not a debt stood against it. . 

Towering considerably above its neighbors 
and having a style of substantial elegance quite 
bere | of the architectural opportunity fur- 
nished by an ample fron , thie building is oy 
far the mostimposing in that immediate vicin 
y. One finds on entering that harmonious rela- 

ons have been preserved with the exterior. An 
air of roominess, of comfort, and of adap 
to the end in view impresses the visitor at first 
eg Those who remember the oid quar- 

erg were especially delighted with the im- 
proved ones, which afford reception rooms 
and offices downstairs as well as a large meeting 
hall. There is no straining or crampi for 
space.
